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Mass highlights the ‘Year of Jubilee’ 


Celebration 
fetes bishop, 
S.D. diocese 


SAN DIEGO — The Diocese of San 
Diego and its bishop, Leo Thomas 
Maher, will be honored during a special 
Jubilee Mass Sunday at St. Joseph 
Cathedral. 

Scheduled for 2 p.m., the celebration 
will highlight the anniversary season that 
began in December. 

The diocese is marking 50 years of 
service since Charles Francis Buddy was 
installed as its founding bishop on Feb. 3, 
1937 

In addition, Bishop Maher is 
celebrating his 25th anniversary as a 
bishop. He was consecrated as the 
founding bishop of Santa Rosa on April 
5, 1962. He has directed the Diocese of 
San Diego since 1969, and Sunday’s 
Mass should be a fitting tribute. 

Concelebrants will include Cardinal 
Timothy Manning, who directed the 
Archdiocese of Los Angeles for 15 years 
before retiring in 1985; Archbishop Pio 
Laghi, the apostolic pro-nuncio to the 
United States, and five other archbishops. 

Twenty-eight bishops and 300 diocesan 
priests will also take part in the Mass. 

An estimated 1,000 persons will fill-the 
historic downtown church. 

In addition, parishes throughout the 
diocese will note the celebration during 
their usual, Sunday liturgies. 

The Diocese of San Diego was formed 
by Pope Pius XI on July 11, 1936. It 
included the counties of San Diego, 
Imperial, San Bernardino and Riverside, 
and listed 80,000 Catholics when Bishop 
Buddy arrived seven months later. 

Since then, the diocese has grown and 
prospered. In 1978, a separate see was 
created for the counties of San 
Bernardino and Riverside, but San Diego 
still lists a Catholic population of 385,000. 

Although the local church has passed 
the age of 50, only three men have served 
as bishops. 

Bishop Buddy directed the diocese from 
1937-1964. He yielded to Bishop Francis 
J. Furey in 1964. When Bishop Furey 
became Archbishop of San Antonio in 
1969, he was replaced by Bishop Maher. 

The 71-year-old prelate is given 
considerable credit for the development of 
the diocese. 

Bishop Maher has introduced a wide 
variety of pastoral programs and projects. 
He has established 19 parishes in San 
Diego and Imperial counties, 
strengthened such agencies as Catholic 
Community Services and SHARE, and 
helped the University of San Diego 
become one of the top Catholic colleges in

Bishop set 
to mark 25th 


anniversary

ALCALA PARK — On paper, at 
least, the Most Reverend Leo Thomas 
Maher is simply the Bishop of the Roman 
Catholic Diocese of San Diego. 

As such, he is the spiritual leader of 
some 385,000 area Catholics, but the 
mitre is only one of the hats he must wear. 

In addition to being a churchman, a 
man whose ministry has enriched peoples 
of all nationalities and all faiths, Bishop 
Maher is a leader ... a businessman ... an 
advisor to the powerful and the poor. 

Outspoken in his beliefs, unfailing in 
his commitment to Catholic causes, 
Bishop Maher is among the most 
influential of all San Diegans, and the 
71-year-old prelate 1s about to reach 
another personal. milestone. 

Sunday, during a special, Jubilee Mass 
at St. Joseph Cathedral, Bishop Maher 
will celebrate the 25th anniversary of his 
episcopal ordination.., 

Maher has been a bishop since April.5, 
1962, and his accomplishments have been 
many. 

e From 1962-69, Maher served as the 
founding bishop of Santa Rosa, and laid 
the foundation for its steady growth. 

e From 1962-65, Maher was among 
the young American bishops who helped 
mold the philosophy that emerged from 
the Second Vatican Council. Of the 13 
archbishops and bishops who now lead 
dioceses in California, only one — Leo 
Maher — took part in Vatican II. 

e Since being installed as Bishop of 
San Diego on October 4, 1969, Maher 
and his ministry have had a profound 
effect on the church and the community. 

Maher has established pastoral 
programs designed to serve Hispanics, 
Filipinos, Vietnamese and blacks. He 
opened the Office of Liturgy and Prayer, 
implemented the Ministry to Priests 
program, established a permanent 
diaconate and actively encouraged the 
development of such movements as 
Cursillo, Marriage Encounter and 
Charismatic Renewal. 

In, ‘addition, the bishop is generally 
credited with the emergence of Catholic 
Community Services, the development of 
SHARE, the eonstruction of the St. 
Vincent de Paul Center for the homeless, 
and the growth of the University of San 
Diego into one of the top Catholic colleges 
in the West. 

There is, then, much to celebrate as 
Bishop Maher awaits his silver jubilee. 


Born July 1, 1915'in Mount Union, 
Iowa, Leo was the fifth of nine children 
born to Thomas and Mary Maher. 
Thomas was a native of Whitehall, 
Kilkenny, Ireland. Mary was born in 
Peoria, Ill. They met and married in 
Southeastern Iowa, and soon began 
working a farm near Mount Pleasant. 

‘‘My parents were typical Midwestern 
farmers,’’ Maher recalls. ‘‘My father was 
a strong, rugged guy who loved the 
outdoors. His family had worked a farm 
in Ireland, and that’s all he wanted to do 
when he got to the United States. We had 
some black angus cattle. We raised corn 
and wheat. I remember the bunch of us 
kids would take turns riding the one horse 
we managed to own. When there’s nine 


of you, you learn to share lots of things.’’ - 


Among the things the Mahers shared 
was their Catholic faith. In Ireland, it had 
been customary for families to gather and 
pray the rosary before going to bed. 
Thomas Maher chose to continue this

SAN DIEGO — Thanksgiving and 
praise will be the central themes of 
Sunday’s Jubilee Mass at St. Joseph 
Cathedral. 

Father Michael Smith, director of the 
Center for Liturgy and Prayer, is 
coordinating the liturgical portion of the 
celebration. 

When asked to prepare the liturgy, six 
months ago, Father Smith realized the 
enormity of his undertaking. 

On one hand, he was advised that the 
group of concelebrants would include 
more than 30 archbishops and bishops 
and some 300 diocesan priests. 

On the other hand, Father Smith was 
determined to keep the basic meaning of 
the liturgy. 

‘“‘Adding too many ornaments can 
detract from the prayer of thanksgiving 
and praise to God,”’ he explained. ‘‘We 
don’t want it to become a spectacle. It 
shouldn’t be a concert, either. That’s why 
most of the music will involve the whole 
congregation. We want the people to 
participate.’’ 

Bishop Leo T. Maher will be the 
principal celebrant and homilist at 
Sunday’s Mass. 

Presiders will be Cardinal Timothy 
Manning, who retired from the 
Archdiocese of Los Angeles in 1985; 
Archbishop Eugenio Sharbaro, the 
apostolic pro-nuncio to Malawi and 
Zambia; Archbishop Jerome Prigione, 
the apostolic delegate to Mexico, and 
Archbishop Roger Mahony of Los 
Angeles.

St. Joseph Cathedral has only 839 
permanent seats. Chairs will be installed 
to bring the church’s capacity to 1,000. 

Organizers have been crineized, in 
some quarters, for not holding the Jubilee 
Mass in a larger facility. 

But the Cathedral has a most 
traditional place in the history of the local 
church. 

It is the official seat of the San Diego 
diocese, and all three local bishops have 
been installed there. 

Bishop Maher was installed on Oct. 4, 
1969. 

He was ordained as a bishop April 5, 
1962, in San Francisco.

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Cathedral in good hands for jubilee

ALCALA PARK — St. Joseph Cathedral will be the 
site of still another major celebration this weekend, and 
Theresa Whitcomb — who is in charge of aesthetic effects 
and interior design — has reason to consider it a special 
project. 

She remembers when the diocese was founded 50 years 
ago. 

“I was just a small girl then, but I remember it very 
distinctly,’’ the University of San Diego art professor said 
recently. 

The date she remembers was Feb. 3, 1937, when 
Charles F. Buddy was installed as San Diego’s founding 
bishop. 

Later, Whitcomb was one of the first two graduates of 
the San Diego College for Women. 

Now, she is director of institutional design at USD, and 
one of a handful of liturgical designers who specialize in 
creating the proper environment of celebration and pray- 
erfulness in church interiors. 

Whitcomb has supervised renovations of a dozen 
churches in the San Diego area, including Mission San 
Diego de Alcala, Santa Sophia, St. Rita, St. Patrick, St. 
Therese and her current project, Guardian Angels. 

Sunday’s Jubilee Mass at the cathedral is her first pro- 
ject for the diocese. 

Whitcomb is well-aware of the traditions involved. 
Bishop Buddy was installed in the downtown church. 
Bishop Leo T. Maher was installed there in 1969. Over 
the course of the last 50 years, most of the area’s major 
liturgies have been celebrated there. 

The challenge has been to create a festive atmosphere, 
within the liturgical constraints of Lent, while 
maintaining the basic interior integrity of the cathedral 
itself. 

In creating an appropriate setting, Whitcomb said her 
goal has been to create a setting that is supportive and 
edifying without distracting from the liturgy. 

She will utilize colored silk banners above the 
congregation. She won’t say which colors because she 
wants ‘‘to save a few surprises for that day.”’ 

Because the floor space will need to accommodate the 
300 clergy who will be participating in the liturgy,

‘They will only block people’s view of what is going 
on,”’ she explained. 

Instead she has ordered a bank of native greenery for 
use behind the altar to create a forest-like environment. 
Native pine, live oak and eucalyptus will be used. 

Whitcomb said working in the cathedral is a challenge 
because the brown color scheme does not easily lend itself 
to the colors she has available. 

In addition to decorating the church, Whitcomb is 
responsible for the design of the vestments to be worn by 
the 34 bishops who will concelebrate the Mass with Bishop 
Maher. 

The matching vestments were made by Hope Hanafin, 
a professional theatrical designer in New York who is do- 
nating her work. Hanafin has a masters in fine arts degree 
from New York University and an undergraduate degree 
in religious studies from Santa Clara University. 

The vestments will be made of silk purchased in India 
from a Hindu who has provided the fabric at a special rate 
‘because he respects our celebration,’’ Whitcomb said.

Installation 
of new bishop 
changed city

SAN DIEGO It was a warm, 
midwinter Wednesday in San Diego, 
much like most of the rest. 

Streetcars were clattering. their usual 
rhythms on the rails down Broadway. 
The ‘‘nickle snatchers’’ were tracing 
familiar patterns uponi the bay. 

At the corner of Beech Street and Third 
Avenue, however, history was being 
made within St. Joseph Cathedral. 

There, at 11 a.m. on Feb. 3, 1937, 
Charles Francis Buddy was installed as 
the first bishop of the recently formed 
Diocese of San Diego. ; 

And as the diocese celebrates its 50th 
anniversary, it is obvious the date Feb. 3, 
1937, has been etched indelibly into the 
chronological lifeline of the community. 

Millions have worshipped at diocesan 
churches. Hundreds of thousands have 
been educated in diocesan schools. 
Untold multitudes have been helped by 
agencies such as Catholic Community 
Services, St. Vincent de Paul and 
SHARE. 

And it began that warm midwinter 
Wednesday, nearly 50 years ago. 

Until that day, Catholics within San 
Diego, Imperial, Riverside and San 
Bernardino counties had been directed by 
the Archdiocese of Los Angeles. 

With the arrival of Bishop Buddy, the 
people of San Diego had a prelate to call 
their own. 

In truth, the event in the cathedral was 
the fourth in a four-step process that had 
begun the summer before. On July 11, 
1936, Pope Pius XI announced the 
formation of the San Diego diocese. 

On Oct. 31, he named Buddy — then a 
monsignor and pastor at St. Joseph 
Cathedral in St. Joseph, Mo. — as the 
see’s first bishop. 

Buddy was consecrated on Dec. 21 in 
Missouri and installed 2 1/2 months later 
in another St. Joseph Cathedral, this one 
in California. 

The selection of Bishop Buddy 
surprised many, himself included. He 
was a native Missourian, and was content 
to lead the parish in which he was raised. 

But he welcomed the challenge, and 
literally bounced off the train when he 
arrived at the Santa Fe Depot the 
afternoon of Feb. 2, 1937. 

‘‘He couldn’t wait to get started,”’ 
Martha Kennedy recalled. ‘‘Most people 
would probably have been nervous, but 
he was always so positive about things, so 
self-assured. It was a new kind of job in a 
new kind of place, but that didn’t bother 
him a bit. He loved a good challenge, and 
coming to San Diego was certainly that.”’ 

Kennedy, who lives in Point Loma and 
is a parishioner at St. Charles Borromeo 
Church, met Bishop Buddy in St. Joseph. 
She was among the friends and relatives 
who accompanied him to San Diego on 
the train. 

‘‘A whole train-load of people came 
with him to be part of the installation,”’ 
she recalled. ‘‘There must have been two 
or three car-loads of us, and it was a fun 
trip. When we got to San Diego, I 
remember we stayed at the El Cortez 
Hotel, which was relatively new then, and 
had a great time. It was quite a 
celebration.” ! 

San Diego was celebrating, too. 

Bishop Buddy’s arrival and installation 
covered Page One of The San Diego Union. 
The Mass on Feb. 3 was broadcast live by 
radio station KFSD. Hundreds of San 
Diegans gathered along Beech Street that 
morning to see their new bishop.

Residents recall early days

SAN DIEGO — Ordained in 1935, 
Msgr. John F, Gallagher was serving as 
associate pastor of Our Lady of Angels 
parish when the Diocese of San Diego was 
formed. 

He remembers well the day Bishop 
Charles F. Buddy was installed as the 
diocese’s first bishop on Feb. 3, 1937. 

‘He tried to give an introductory 
sermon in Spanish, but he knew very little 
Spanish,’’ recalled Msgr. Gallagher, 
pastor of St. Rita parish from 1941 until 
his retirement in 1973. He now serves as 
chaplain at Thomas Aquinas College in 
Santa Paula, Calif. 

‘He gave a speech in English too and 
he seemed to make a fine impression on 
the people,”’ he said. 

Although he was not at the ceremony, 
Michael Francis Hallahan remembers it 
was ‘‘a big day”’ in the history of the local 
church. 

Hallahan was a senior at St. Augustine 
High School in 1937. His graduating class 
was the first at the school to have Bishop 
Buddy preside at the commencement 
ceremony. 

“Someone took a flash picture of him 
at the graduation. Flash was relatively 
new then and Bishop Buddy, who had a 
jovial personality, said ‘I hope I was 
animated,’ ’’ the 68-year-old Hallahan 
recalled. 

A member of Blessed Sacrament 
parish, Hallahan believes the 
establishment of the diocese and the 
presence of a local bishop ‘‘heightened the 
visibility of the Catholic Church in San 
Diego.”’ 

Bishop Buddy worked to establish 
many Catholic Youth Organizations 
(CYO). Although CYOs sponsored 
dances and beach parties, its 
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Local Catholics recall diocese’s history

main focus was athletics, he said. 

He remembers the day Bishop Buddy 
came to watch his CYO softball league 
play at John Adams playground. ‘‘It was 
quite a scene’’ as people approached him 
to kiss his ring. 

Sister Joseph Finbarr Ahern, PSN, 
said that Bishop Buddy often came to play 
with the children at Nazareth House, 
where she came to work in 1924. ‘‘He was 
very good with the children.”’ 

The 88-year-old Sister recalled that 
Bishop Buddy started days of recollection 
for children. She added that he also 
established seminaries to train boys for 
the priesthood. 

Marcella Doyle, 75, also remembers 
the many youth activities sponsored by 
the diocese under Bishop Buddy. The 
mother of five children, she said these 
were good because youth ‘‘should have a 
social life connected with the church.”’ 

A San Diego native, Doyle has lived in 
her Old Town home in Immaculate Heart 
parish since she and her now-deceased 
Navy husband returned from his tour of 
duty in 1942. 

Sister Finbarr said that the local church 
experienced tremendous growth during 
World War II. ‘‘More churches sprang 
up. 

Msgr. Gallagher also recalls the growth 
after WWII. He went to Bishop Buddy on 
several occasions to get the funds to build 
St. Rita’s, he said. ‘‘One time he told his 
secretary to get me away from him or I 
would take all his money.”’ 

Sister Evelyn Joseph Flynn, CSJ, 
returned to San Diego in 1949, 15 years 
after she graduated from the Academy of 
Our Lady of Peace and left the city to 
enter the Congregation of the Sisters of

St. Joseph of Carondelet in Los Angeles. 

“It was still a young diocese then. 
There was much excitement and pride of 
having our own bishop,’’ said Sister 
Flynn, executive secretary of the 
Diocesan Pastoral Council. 

Then a school principal, Sister Flynn 
recalls that Bishop Buddy was often out in 
the schoolyard talking with the children.

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““He was interested in youth. He would 
have a senior breakfast for Catholic high 
school students at his home,’’ she said. 

Hallahan said that Bishop Buddy tried 
to get the local newspaper to show respect 
for the clergy by using the titles 
““reverend’’ and ‘‘monsignor.”’ 

“In the 1950s, the church was not 
activist. It was concerned with traditional

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activities,’’ Hallahan said. 

The big push during that decade was to 
build schools and “‘the big project was 
USD. It was a scary and bold move”’ on 
Bishop Buddy’s part, he said. He added 
that the bishop asked for pledges from 
parishioners to build the university. 

The ‘drastic changes’’ in the church 
following the Second Vatican Council 
“‘were for the good of the times. We were 
ready for them,’’ Doyle said. She was 
pleased that the language of the Mass was 
changed from Latin to English because it 
allowed more people to participate. 


However, she was saddened by the 
removal of the oak altar rail from 
Immaculate Heart Church in the 1960s. 
She stored the rail in her house until 
recently when it was re-installed in the 
back of the church by Msgr. Patrick 
Kearney, pastor. 


Religious communities also changed 
after Vatican II. Sister Flynn said that the 
changes within her community were 
gradual. A committee was formed to 
study and discuss these changes. ‘‘We 
examined ourselves a lot.’’ 

The nun’s habit was one of the first 
items to change. ‘‘Within the community 
there was a whole gamet of opinions. 
Some wanted to keep it; others wanted to 
get rid of it. We decided to have a choice”’ 
whereby Sisters could keep the habit as it 
was, modify it or opt for contemporary 
clothing, she said. 


““Younger persons embraced Vatican 
II, the idea of change ... and having their 
voices heard,’’ Hallahan said. However, 
“it was a traumatic change for people my 
age to see the Latin Mass disappear.’’ 

With Vatican II, Catholicism became a 
religion based on ‘‘individual conscience 
rather than mandatory observances. The 
emphasis was changed to positive acts 
such as doing charitable works,’’ 
Hallahan said. 


Sister Flynn said it was following the 
Second Diocesan Synod that the local 
diocese began to feel the full impact of 
Vatican II. 

““Language is precious to people,’’ she 
said. Many people had strong feelings 
about the Latin Mass and were opposed 
to its removal. However, she ‘‘felt good 
about the English Mass’’ because 
everyone had not studied Latin but most 
understood English. 


“TI. was there to welcome Bishop 
Maher’’ when he arrived in 1969, Sister 
Flynn said, adding that she had met then- 
Msgr. Maher when she was a principal in 
Palo Alto from 1956-59. 

The diocese has continued to grow 
under Bishop Maher. ‘‘There has been 
much development and he has provided 
much leadership,’’ she said.

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Nuns play role 
in development 
of the diocese

ALCALA PARK — The contribution of Catholic 
Sisters to the Diocese of San Diego is one that is 
sometimes overlooked. Historically, it was the Sisters who 
educated the young, nursed the sick and ministered to the 
elderly and needy. 

While they continue to serve in these traditional roles, 
women religious, in the last 25 years, have found new 
directions in which to minister. 

‘Tt used to be they were all nurses and teachers,’’ said 
Sister Rose McArdle, Sisters of Mercy convent 
coordinator. ‘‘Now they are in chaplain services, 
bioethics, patient relations and administration.” 


The number of Sisters serving the diocese today, 483, is 
slightly higher than in 1937. The Official Catholic Directory 
for that year lists 474 ‘‘teachers,’’ which exclusively 
meant nuns, said Sister Catherine Louise LaCoste, CSJ, 
diocesan archivist. 

Although this number may be inaccurate, it is the only 
“official’’ list of Sisters available. 

Many religious congregations were present here before 
Bishop Charles Francis Buddy was consecrated Dec. 21, 
1936. But it was at his invitation that other religious 
communities arrived. 

Among these communities which welcomed Bishop 
Buddy to San Diego were: the Sisters of St. Joseph of 
Carondelet, the Sisters of St. Joseph of Orange, the 
Sisters of Mercy, the Sisters of the Holy Family, the 
Sisters of the Precious Blood and the Sisters of the 
Immaculate Heart of Mary. 

The Sisters of the Holy Family arrived in San Diego 
two years before Bishop Buddy. Their primary apostolate 
was teaching religion. ‘‘At one time the Sisters covered 
the diocese two-by-two,’’ said Sister Dolores Molina, the 
only Holy Family Sister remaining in the diocese. 

As catechists, these Sisters ‘‘were real pioneers,’’ 
traveling in a Model T Ford to areas without Catholic 
schools, said Sister Molina, who has been in the diocese 
for 20-years. 


‘*Bishop Buddy knew we couldn’t send all the kids to 
Catholic schools,’’ she said; so the Sisters prepared public 
school children for the Sacraments of Holy Communion 
and Confirmation. 


SUPER SISTERS — Catholic Sisters have played an 
important role in the development of the diocese.

Lay catechists now fill this role once performed mainly 
by these nuns. In addition, ‘‘so many other religious 
communities have come to San Diego that we were no 
longer needed,”’ said Sister Molina. 

The first religious congregation to enter San Diego 
County was the Sisters of St. Joseph of Carondelet. 

At the request of Father Anthony Dominic Ubach, four 
Carondelet'Sisters arrived from St. Louis, Mo., in 1882 
to operate a day school at 2nd and G streets, according to 
Sister Jeanette Van Vleck, regional superior of the 
Carondelet Sisters. In 1885 they began a boys’ school at 
3rd and A streets, and in 1887 they assumed 
responsibility for the instruction and care of 50 American 
Indian children at the San Diego Industrial School in Old 
Town. : 

Today there are 38 Carondelet Sisters serving in the 
diocese, more than any other community of religious 
women. ‘‘We’ve expanded our areas of ministry in the 
last 10 years,’’ said Sister Van Vleck. 

While some continue to serve as school administrators 
and teachers, others work in the Diocesan Offices, the St. 
Vincent De Paul Shelter, hospital pastoral care, and 
parish and campus ministry, One Sister is even a 
nutritional consultant. 

The Poor Sisters of Nazareth were also in San Diego 
before the diocese was established. They began an 
orphanage for boys on Georgia Street in 1924 and saw it 
move the following year to its present location adjacent to 
Mission San Diego De Alcala.

Today the orphanage is a resident home for needy 
children who live at Nazareth Home during the week and 
return home on weekends and holidays. 

The Sisters operate Nazareth School which originally 
was for orphans, but later opened its doors to other 
children, said Sister Fintan Keaveney, principal of 
Nazareth School. The school has an enrollment of 330 
children, including some 60 who reside at Nazareth 
Home. 

In 1975 the Sisters opened the Nazareth Retirement 
Home. In addition to operating the three facilities, they 
also serve as eucharistic ministers in several parishes, said 
Sister Keaveney. 

The Sisters of Mercy arrived in San Diego in 1890 to 
open a hospital. Mother Marcy Michael Cummings and 
Sister Alphonsus Fitzpatrick planted the seed that grew to 
become the county’s only Catholic medical center — 
Mercy hospital. 

Thirteen Mercy Sisters currently serve at the hospital. 
Three others serve as teachers; one is a parish religious 
education director and one ministers to the poor in 
Tijuana. 

Remembered as a leader of great foresight, Bishop 
Buddy invited a handful of religious communities to the 
diocese to fill particular ministerial needs. 

One of the first to arrive was the Religious of the Sacred 
Heart, the congregation that prepared Bishop Buddy for 
his First Communion as a child.

Diocese takes active part in World War II effort

The Diocese of San Diego and the 
World War II effort were closely inter- 
twined and the diocese played a very 
important role in that worldwide struggle. 


During the war years, the military 
vicar was Bishop Francis J. Spellman. 
The country was divided into 11 sub- 
vicariates, including one in San Diego. 


All of these sub-vicariates were run by 
the hierarchy. Bishop Buddy’s area 10 
included all the Western states. 


Bishop. Buddy carried a paper signed 
by military officials identifying him as the 
bishop. His ID — showing him to be 6 
feet 3 inches tall, 205 pounds, and a 
‘*mug shot’’ and thumb prints — allowed 
him entrance to the Naval District and 
was dated December 31, 1941, just 24 
days after Pearl Harbor. 

All chaplains and auxiliary chaplains 
had to send in a monthly report to Bishop 
Buddy and also to the New York 
Ordinariate. This was a detailed report 
which included the chaplain’s name and 
military mailing address, home diocese, 
and functions. 
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Functions were classified as Masses, 
Holy Hours, Benedictions and Novenas 
with number and attendance at all 
services. Numbers had to be listed for 
those under instruction for Baptisms, 
Confirmation and Marriage. All 
pertinent information for these 


sacraments was registered im the Military - 


Chancery in New York. Servicemen and 
their family records are there today. 
Chaplains were also instructed to list any 
factors affecting their religious work.

government in the hottest parts of the 
diocese and often under very primitive 
conditions. Two Italian priests were 
appointed by Bishop Buddy to minister to 
the needs of these men. The Catholic 
Church did more than any _ other 
organization to serve these prisoners of 
war. 

During and long after the war, there 
were numerous appeals for aid to war- 
torn countries and peoples. In July of 
1942, the diocese distributed special 
prayer leaflets for the success of the U.S. 
armed forces. These prayers were to be 
recited by priests and laity during all 
devotions. All other prayers were to be 
discontinued. 

In February of 1943, Msgr. Thomas J. 
McNamara, chancellor of the diocese, 
was appointed by Bishop Buddy to 
represent Catholic priests in the 
formation of a Civilian Chaplains’ Corps. 
It was formed in case of a military attack 
or disaster. Helmets and badges were 
distributed. 

In July of 1946, the Padre Junipero 
Serra, Post No. 782 of the Catholic War 
Veterans, provided help and adjustment 
for returning veterans and united them in 
the fight against Communism. Retired 
Major David L. Anderson gave aid to 
soldiers, sailors and marines needing 
direction, counsel and representation in 
post-war -problems. William Mahedy 
headed the organization. 

The newly’ opened St. Francis 
Seminary in Old Town felt the effects of 
war in its early stages. Calm and peace 
were interrupted in January of 1941 when 
a group of soldiers were quartered in the 
basement of the seminary. At first there 
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was a kitchen crew who prepared meals 
for several of the outlying anti-aircraft 
and searchlight batteries, including one 
on the University of San Diego campus. 
Eventually, a First Aid group moved into 
the seminary and remained for over a 
year. 

With the bombing of Pearl Harbor, the 
draft became one of the most nerve- 
wracking experiences for. young 
seminarians. St. Francis Seminary was 
not established within the specified time 
limit and consequently the local draft 
board decided to draft all seminarians. 

However, the draft board decided the 
seminarians were eligible for an 
“‘occupational deferment.’’ The time 
spent between these two decisions was one 
of turmoil and confusion. Finally, on Feb. 
12, 1941, four students registered for the 
draft. Again in 1943, there were more 
problems with the draft board, but these 
were also ironed out. 

Another important project took place 
in the basement of St. Joseph’s 
Cathedral. The United Service 
Organization (USO) held gatherings 
there, and service men could aways find a 
“‘listening ear’’ and companions ready to 
cheer them up. 

One sad service the church provided 
was to receive the World War II dead. On 
Sept. 12, 1947, Bishop Buddy was 
informed that the ‘‘Repatriation of World 
War II Dead’’ would begin in October 
and continue for at least two years. 

At the present time there are over 45 
active chaplains in the San Diego diocese 
and over 17 retired. In addition to 
chaplains’ reports, there is 
correspondence filed under every branch 
of the armed forces. 
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Synod ITI renewed diocesan structures

ALCALA PARK — The Second 
Synod of the Diocese of San Diego, con- 
ducted in 1972-76, looms as a landmark 
in the history of the local church. 

With grass-roots participation, the syn- 
od developed over 70 new policies regard- 
ing the mission and structure of the dio- 
cese, which then included Riverside and 
San Bernardino counties. 

Bishop Leo T. Maher convened Synod 
II to bring Catholics together to evaluate 
diocesan programs and to propose plans 
for future ones. 

In keeping with the Second Vatican 
Council’s emphasis on the laity’s role in 
the church, the synod was designed to in- 
volve all Catholics in the diocese. 

Such participation necessitated setting 
up an organizational network. This was 
done under the direction of Father Phillip 
Straling, now bishop of the San Bernardi- 
no diocese, who was executive secretary 
of the synod.

He saw the need for a Catholic 
women’s college, and in 1942 wrote to 
Mother Rosalie Hill in San Francisco, 
asking if she would ‘‘take an active part 
in the building up of Catholicity in this 
newly formed diocese.”’ 

The Sacred Heart Sisters arrived in 
1945, and the San Diego College for 
Women opened its doors in 1952. They 
also staffed the former Convent of the 
Sacred Heart High School for girls in El 
Cajon. 

Today there are 24 Sacred Heart 
Sisters who minister in the diocese. 


The Pre-Synodal Board — made up of 
clergy, Religious and laity — outlined 
steps for each phase of the input- 
gathering process. 

In pre-synodal parish meetings, partic- 
ipants suggested topics for consideration, 
which were divided into 14 categories. 
Some addressed the church’s mission: 
evangelization, education, and worship 
and liturgy. Others dealt with methods of 


Bishop Buddy also welcomed the 
Sisters of Social Service in 1938 to take 
over the six-year-old Bayside Settlement 
Program, which offered social services to 
the needy in downtown San Diego. 

The Sisters established an auxiliary for 
volunteers in 1941, opened a camp for 
underprivileged children in Descanso in 
1950, began a settlement house for 
Hispanics, blacks and Asians in Linda 
Vista in 1966 and opened a social service 
center in City Heights last year. 

The new center provides services for 
senior citizens, a latchkey program for 
children, and individual services for 
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spreading the Gospel: youth, family life, 
minority ethnic and racial groups, 
Mexican-American interests, social ac- 
tion and communication. 

Several topics concerned diocesan 
structure: laity, priesthood, religious 
women, ecumenical relations and church 
administration. 

These topics were discussed at nearly 
6,500 speak-up sessions held throughout 
the diocese between October 1973 and 
March 1974. Some 20,000 participants 
joined these groups. 

Bishop Maher explained the purpose of 
these sessions in his homily at the com- 
mencement of Synod II, They were de- 
signed to elicit people’s input ‘‘in identi- 
fying problems and suggesting solutions 
that would help the diocesan family to 
better preach, live and renew diocesan 
structures in the light of the Gospels, the 
Beatitudes and the Second Vatican Coun- 
cil,”’ he said. 

Information recorded during the speak- 
up sessions was submitted to the diocesan 
synodal office. Here it was divided into

the aforementioned topics and sent to 
commissions assigned to each subject. 
Commission members used this material 
to write narrative summaries. 

The suggestions from speak-up sessions 
were also discussed at deanery-level 
meetings. 

The commissions used the narrative 
summaries as the basis for drawing up a 
list of priorities for action, which were dis- 
cussed at speak-up sessions held in 1975. 

From this input they formulated pol- 
icies that could be amended and voted on 
during wrap-up meetings, also held in 
parishes. 

The bishop, in dialogue with the com- 
missions, then gave his judgment on each 
policy. Implementation committees 
hastened the process of putting the ap- 
proved policies into action. 

Some policies changed diocesan struc- 
ture. One called for the formation of a 
Diocesan Pastoral Council to serve as an 
advisory body to the bishop in areas of 
pastoral life. 

Other policies addressed parish needs; 
a sampling follows: 

eParishes shall establish a liturgy com- 
mittee to plan, coordinate and develop the 
liturgical life of the parish. 

eA variety of types of liturgies should be 
provided to fulfill the needs of parish 
youth. 

@Parish councils should make the dioce- 
san personnel board aware of their specif- 
ic desires and needs. 

Some policies aimed to foster equality 
among groups in the diocese, such as: 
©The diocese shall make handicapped 
people an integral part of the church com- 
munity by evaluating their needs and es- 
tablishing programs and services for 
them. 
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OLA graduates 
recall bygone 
days of school

GOLDEN HILL — Our Lady of Angels School was 24 
years old when the Diocese of San Diego was born in 
1936. 

It was the first parochial. school in San Diego County, 
opening its doors to 183 pupils in September 1912. They 
crowded into three classrooms in the parish’s unfinished 
auditorium where three Sisters of St. Joseph of Caronde- 
let taught grades one through eight. 

Details of the school’s early years are described in a dis- 
sertation for the University of San Diego by Teresa 
McNeil. 

_ Bishop Thomas J. Conaty of the Monterey/Los 
Angeles diocese dedicated the school a month after it 
opened. 

The following year saw the enrollment jump to 217 and 
a fourth St. Joseph Sister join the staff. 

A Solemn High Mass marked the school’s first grad- 
uation ceremonies held in 1916 for 13 graduates. After- 
ward, seventh graders served breakfast to the graduates 
— a tradition that continued for. many years. 

In 1918, the school’s swelling enrollment necessitated 
building an addition. 

Four years later, Father William Corr, pastor, built a 
new school at 24th and Market streets to accommodate 
more than 250 pupils, who were taught by six Sisters. The 
original school building was remodeled for use as a parish 


hall. 


In 1923, nine Sisters, including a music teacher, staffed _ 


the school. That year Father Corr purchased additional 
property behind the church with two buildings on it. One 
of the dwellings was renovated for use as a convent. 

Nineteen girls and nine boys graduated in 1925. 

One member of that class — Sister Antonia Shaules, 
CSJ, — spent only her eighth grade at the school, but said 
that time nurtured her religious vocation. ‘‘I was im- 
pressed with the Sisters’ kindness,”’ she said. 

She recalled the school picnic at the beach in front of 
the former Del Mar Hotel and playing on the volleyball 
team coached by one of the Sisters. She described the dis- 
cipline as strict, but never felt suppressed. 

The former elementary school teacher recently re- 
turned to her roots. She has been librarian at OLA (now 
Our Lady’s School) since 1983. 

When the nun attends class reunions, she ‘‘feels she has 
never been away.”’ 

Father Leo Davis of the Cardijn Center graduated 
from OLA in 1926 after attending its seventh and eighth 
grades. 

He remembers paying $2 a month tuition and playing 
basketball — his favorite extracurricular activity. 

Elaine Sawaya, who graduated in 1932, recalls riding 
the street car to 30th and Beech streets and walking an ad- 
ditional mile each way to school. 

Learning the Irish jig and Spanish dances for school 
performances also stand out in her memory, as well as 
playing ‘‘kickball’’ and softball against the boys who usu- 
ally won. 

Attending first Friday Masses evoke less pleasant mem- 
ories. She said she often felt like fainting during these lit- 
urgies, as church regulations of that time required abstin- 
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ence from food and water after midnight before receiving 
the Eucharist. 

Augustinian Father John Blethen, graduated from 
OLA school in 1936, after attending six years. 

He believes his vocation to the priesthood was rooted in 
the environment provided by the priests and Sisters there. 


Family life revolved around parish activities; “‘there. 


was less competition from other forms of entertainment,”’ 
he said. Christmas and St. Patrick’s Day headed the list of 
religious and social events, with pupils starring in the 
programs. 

One of his roles in the upper grades was to portray San- 
ta Claus. Instead he depicted an acute case of stagefright. 
When he tried to sing ‘‘I Am Mr. Santa Claus,’’ no 
words came out, he said, laughing. 

Today he is Director of Social Services for the Villa Nu- 
eva apartments in San Ysidro, which provide subsidized 
housing for low-income families. 

Sister Kathleen Martin, CSJ, director of religious 
education at St. Elizabeth Seton Church, Carlsbad, also 
traces her vocation to the influence of Sisters who taught 
her at OLA. 

She attended there eight years, graduating in 1940. She 
remembers her sixth-grade teacher, Sister Angela, ‘“‘who 
lived up to her name.”’ 


The nun also has vivid memories of Christmas pro- 
grams. Although her ambition was to dramatize Mary, 
she played the part of an angel, elevated on a ladder. 
‘““The boy who was St. Joseph told me I could lean on him 
when I got tired,’’ she said. 

She also remembers ringing the church bell for the 
noon Angelus on her way home from lunch, a privilege 
permitted by the custodian. 

By 1946, 10 Sisters staffed the school whose enrollment 
had reached 576. Within the next decade, it dropped to 
414 as the construction of neighboring churches and 
schools tightened OLA’s boundaries. 

In 1973, it merged with Our Lady of Guadalupe School 
and was named Our Lady’s School. 

Pupils in grades one, two, three, seven and eight attend 
at the OLA facility. Those in kindergarten and grades 
four, five and six attend at Our Lady of Guadalupe par- 
ish. The current enrollment is*237. 

Father Ramon Marrufo, pastor of Our Lady of Angels 
Church, said the merger ‘‘unites the neighborhoods’’ as 
the two churches ‘‘work together to provide affordable ed- 
ucation. We could not do it alone.”’ 

However, he added that operating two facilities makes 
it more difficult for faculty members to work together and 
requires duplication of maintenance. 


High school principals proud of past, hopeful of future

SAN DIEGO — Principals at the five 
Catholic high schools in the diocese look 
to the past with pride and to the future 
with hope and confidence. As the diocese 
celebrates its 50th anniversary, these ad- 
ministrators are unanimous in their belief 
that Catholic secondary schools will be 
around in another 50 years to celebrate 
the diocesan centennial. 

The Academy of Our Lady of Peace is 
the oldest high school ‘in the diocese, es- 
tablished in 1882 by the Sisters of St. Jo- 
seph of Carondelet. Sister Dolores An- 
chondo, principal at the Normal Heights 
school, said, ‘‘We’re 105 years old, and 
we expect to be around in another 105 
years.” 

The academy boasts an enrollment of 
549 girls. The campus plant and student 
body have expanded significantly since 
the school first opened its doors, but its 


goals and expectations remain the same. 

‘There are advantages to a single-sex 
high school for girls, and I think our pro- 
gram offers something special for the. full 
development of our students,”’ the princi- 
pal said. 

In the past few years, the academy has 
revamped its religious studies, math and 
science programs and expanded its athlet- 
ic curriculum from two to seven sports. 

The students were in the throes of re- 
hearsing for their 17th annual Spring 
Sing concert at the East County Perform- 
ing Arts Center last month, a tradition 
that helps unite the student body and pro- 
vides an opportunity for active participa- 
tion in the performing arts. 

Sister Anchondo said she has noticed 
changes in the demeanor of students from 
past years. ‘‘The pendulum has swung 
the other way,’’ she said. ‘‘Students are 
more studious and respectful today.”’ 

Marketing and development will play a 
key role in the school’s future, she said. 


‘‘We have a good, central location, a 
sound academic program and a spiritual 
and social focus that prepares our stu- 
dents for leadership in the future.”’ 

Nearby, at St. Augustine High School 
for boys, Augustinian Father John Pejza, 
principal, is as optimistic as Sister 
Anchondo. 

Operated by the Augustinian order, 
this school opened in 1922, 14 years be- 
fore the birth of the diocese. 

Father Pezja has been principal for four 
years, but his association with the school 
goes back almost 40 years to his days as a 
student there. 

“The late ’40s was a time of 
expansion,’’ he said. ‘“That’s when the 
gym and our large classroom building 
were constructed.’’ Enrollment topped 
800 in 1960, but has now stabilized 
around 600. 

He projects an increased enrollment 
and a building program in the next few 
years because the San Diego area is in the 


midst of a population boom. 

Father Pejza said the school will remain 
in its present North Park location because 
‘it is centrally located and allows us to 
bring in a good cross section of students.’’ 

‘‘We provide an excellent educational 
opportunity for a wide range of students, 
and we have found that many boys thrive 
in a single-sex environment at this stage 
of their lives,’’ he continued. 

‘‘We are concerned about the cost of 
Catholic education, and, like the, other 
Catholic high schools in the diocese, we 
want to expand our tuition assistance and 
development programs so our school will 
continue to attract students from all econ- 
omic levels.”’ 

In Calexico, Stephen Koehler, 
principal of Vincent Memorial High 
School, described the school as a ‘family 
environment — every teacher knows ev- 
ery student.”’ 

Vincent Memorial opened as a parish

Today, Mercy Hospital’s health. care 
services range from family-centered 
prenatal and maternity services to 
advanced technology departments 
providing complex orthopedic, neurologic 
and cardiovascular surgery. Medical and 
surgical care are supported by both adult 
and newborn intensive care units. 


Mercy Hospital serves as a top-ranked 
trauma center and paramedic base 
station. The Department: of Emergency 
Care is considered one of the most 
efficient and well-utilized in the county. 

Mercy Hospital has been a leader in 
cardiovascular care for over a quarter- 
century. The Mercy Heart Institute’s 
affiliated physicians are dedicated to the 
prevention, diagnosis and treatment of 
heart disease. 

When construction is completed this 
summer, the Mercy Ambulatory Surgery 
Center wil contain four operating-room 
and 10 recovery-room beds. A new 
outpatient area for non-surgical 
procedures is also planned.

hospital bills, educational programs and 
advice and help with medical bills. Over 
5,000 members signed up in its first year 
or: inception. 

Other Mercy Hospital features include 
the Eye Center (the San Diego Eye Bank 
is also located here), inpatient and 
outpatient Mental Health Units, and the 
Mercy Clinic, which has_ served 
thousands of low-income and indigent 
families for 25 years.

high school, Our Lady of Guadalupe 
Academy, in 1948. It was originally an 
all-girls school, but now offers a coed pro- 
gram for 214 students. It became a dio- 
cesan high school 10 years ago. 

Koehler has seen many changes during 
the 11 years he has been associated with 
the school. ‘‘Students are more serious 
about their academic preparation and 
more are going on to college,’’ he said. 

Previously the greatest number of stu- 
dents came from Mexicali to learn Eng- 
lish, but today about 70 percent are from 
the United States. 

The school recently dedicated a new 
multipurpose building. New science labs 
and classrooms are planned for the 
future. 

Vincent Memorial’ High School is the

only Catholic secondary school between 
San Diego and Phoenix, Ariz., and be- 
tween Mexico and Las Vegas, Nev. 

At Marian High School in Imperial 
Beach, Principal Dan Ramos supervises a 
coed student body of 518 and a faculty of 
34, 

Marian opened in 1960 and was origin- 
ally staffed by diocesan priests and Sisters 
of Mercy. It was co-institutional at first 
— boys and girls attended the school but 
enrolled in separate classes. The school 
began its coed program 17 years ago. - 

Ramos believes Catholic high schools 
perform an important function in the dio- 
cese and community by educating for 
leadership, academic excellence and 


Christian values. 

“Take a look at the leaders of the com- 
munity here. It’s not just happenstance 
that many of them come from a Catholic

educational background.”’ 

Ramos believes community support 
will be critical to the future of Catholic 
high schools in the diocese. ‘‘We have to 


keep Catholic education available to as 


many students as possible, 
creasing costs,’’ he said. 

The University of San Diego High 
Schol (USDHS) in Linda Vista is the 
largest of the Catholic high schools in the 
diocese, with an enrollment of 1,300. 

USDHS began as an all- slid high 
school in 1957, but merged with Cathe- 
dral Girls High School in 1970. 

Patrick Murphy, assistant principal the 
past three years, said the school offers a 
well-rounded academic, religious and so- 
cial program. 

He concurs with the other administra- 
tors that students today are more serious 
about their studies and said they have re- 
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sponded enthusiastically to a required 
volunteer program to provide service to 
the community. This program, operable 
in all the diocese’s Catholic high schools, 
has made students more aware of commu- 
nity needs, Murphy said. 

“We offer a very good alternative to 
public education’ in a caring 
community,’’ he said. ‘‘Brother Michael 
Wallgren, principal, is very conscious of 
the challenges that lie ahead for Catholic 
high schools. We’re looking for successful 
alumni to give back to the school and to a 
dedicated lay faculty who have a commit- 
ment to Catholic education. 

“The decline in the availability of 
priests and Religious to teach at Catholic 
high schools is another challenge that 
must be addressed. We, as lay people, are 
committed to carrying on this tradition,”’ 
he said.

ALCALA PARK — Located on the 
campus of the University of San Diego, 
the present St. Francis Seminary has 
changed its address a number of times 
since it was established by Bishop Charles 
Francis Buddy in 1941. 

The first bishop of the Diocese of San 
Diego sowed the seeds for the minor’ 
seminary in the summer of 1941, when he 
enrolled eight seminary aspirants in a 
special course of study at St. Augustine 
High School. 

In the summer of 1940, Bishop Buddy 
had the original St. Joseph Cathedral 
rectory building moved onto land he had 
purchased in Old Town. The facility 
opened its doors as St. Francis Seminary 
on Nov. 3, 1941. Father Harry Mitchell 
was appointed first rector of the four-year 
institution, and opened the doors to eight 
seminarians. 

Bishop Buddy decided to relocate the 
seminary in 1944 because the Old Town 
site did not offer the seclusion he believed 
necessary for priestly formation. 

He bought the Circle S Ranch in El 
Cajon from the Statler Hotel family in 
1944. Twenty private rooms, a recreation 
room and other needed facilities were 
added to the ranch house occupying the 
property, and on Dec. 22, 1944, faculty 
and students moved to the new location. 

Earlier that year, Bishop Buddy 
concluded that the diocese should operate 
its own major seminary. He directed 
Father Franklin F. Hurd, rector of St. 
Joseph Cathedral and diocesan 
superintendant of schools, to work toward 
establishing a diocesan major school of 
sacred theology, to be called Immaculate 
Heart Seminary. 

Father Hurd became rector of St. 
Francis Seminary on Feb. 1, 1947. He

also assumed the title of rector of 
Immaculate Heart Seminary. 

Father Hurd took immediate steps to 
begin construction of Immaculate Heart 
Seminary, which was to be located ‘on a 
hill opposite the minor seminary. 

The first Immaculate Heart Seminary 
students were welcomed in Sept. 1947. 
The newly established major seminary 
changed the status of St. Francis 
Seminary to a two-year minor seminary. 

One of Bishop Buddy’s dreams was to 
‘incorporate a school of sacred theology, 
composed of major and minor 
seminaries, as part of the proposed 
University of San Diego. 

The drive to fulfill this plan began in 
1954, when Bishop Buddy initiated a 
major fund-raising campaign to add two 
more buildings to USD. One of these 
facilities was to become Immaculate 
Heart Seminary, which would house both 
the major and minor seminaries. 

On Feb. 5, 1957, faculty and students 
of both seminaries took up residence in 
the newly-built edifice at USD. Now 
called De Sales Hall, Immaculate Heart 
Seminary was the single largest structure 
on the Alcala Park campus. 

In 1962, the minor seminary returned 
to the El Cajon site and was named St, 
Francis College. It offered a two-year 
program of studies for seminarians. 

Both the major and minor seminaries 
came together again in 1966 and occupied 
the Immaculate Heart Seminary building 
on the USD campus. 

At the completion of the 1967-68 
academic year, Immaculate Heart 
Seminary was closed. 

St. Francis Seminary was moved to its 
present location at 1667 Santa Paula 
Drive on the USD campus in 1968. 
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Father Langille recalls 
seminary with fondness

I recall the two years of my college 
seminary formation at Saint Francis 
Seminary with a great deal of fondness. 
In 1974, I entered Saint Fracis after three 
years of college studies at Villanova 
University where I had made the decision, 
to consider a vocation to the diocesan 
priesthood. 2 

I well remember the first few weeks of 
seminary life because they were quite a 
bit different from what I had- first 


imagined. I guess I had expected a more 


regimented and regulated life-style, with 
strict rules and regulations. But I have to 
admit that the entrance period was quite 
comfortable and felt very natural because 
the emphasis was upon personal, interior 
discipline, not merely an imposed, 
exterior discipline. 

The faculty and staff were genuinely 
hospitable priests who were obviously in 
love with their ministry and who were, 
and still are, great models of priesthood. 

At that time, Father Larry Purcell was 
the rector. He was a fine administrator 
and spiritual leader. Father Frank 
Fawcett was the vice rector, a gentle and. 
supportive man. 

Father Neal Dolan (whom I since have 
had the privilege of serving with in my 
second assignment) was vocations 
director, spiritual director and my own 
personal director. He developed a very 
fine program of spiritual formation for 
me

Father Dennis Krous served as the very 
dynamic liturgy director for both the 
seminary and the’ diocese. Fathers 
Straling (now Bishop of the Diocese of 
San Bernardino)'McGray and Lechner 
rounded-out a rather close knit faculty. 

I think the thing which captures my 
fondest recollection of those two years was 
the real spirit of enthusiasm amongst the 
seminarians, as well as the support and 


encouragement that was afforded to us by . 


many generous people in the diocese. 

They were fun times because the 
faculty were more than teachers; they 
were also very willing to enter into 
honest, open friendships. I am pleased to 
see this tradition continuing in the 
seminary today. 

Following graduation from St. Francis 
Seminary, I went on to complete a 
masters in theology at the University of 
Louvain in Belgium, and subsequently a 
Licentiate in Spiritual Theology in 
Rome, five years altogether. 

I was ordained with my four class- 
mates, Fathers Bud Kaicher, Jim Mason, 
Scott McColl, and Pat McNamara, on 
July 11, 1980. I have often recalled those 
joyful days of priestly formation, and the 
beginnings of many great friendships at 
St. Francis Seminary. God has certainly 
been generous in his call to me and my 
brother priests. 

Father Langille is associate pastor of Sacred 
Heart parish in Coronado.

It might be going too far to say that I 
““deserve’’ to be on the seminary faculty. 
But since I was somewhat less than docile 
and compliant as a seminarian, there is a 
more than “‘poetic justice’? in my now 
being the rector of the seminary which I 
first entered 20 years ago. 

I appreciate what our students go 
through as they adjust to the seminary 
routine and learn to live with our ‘‘Rule 
of Life.’’

Seminary had just moved back from El 
Cajon, to what is now called DeSales Hall 
at the University of San Diego.

_As college seminarians, we tended to 
feel like ‘‘second class citizens,’’ because 
our program and schedule had to be made

We attended class across Marian Way 
at the College for Men, which had not yet 
been merged with the College for 
Women. The two colleges had some 
“reciprocal courses,’ so there were 
women in a few of our classes. 

I look back on my years as a student at 
Saint Francis Seminary as two of the best 
years of my life, primarily because they 
marked a real beginning in my life of 
prayer, friendship and ministry. These 
remain the essential elements of 
vocational discernment and_ priestly 
formation which our students still come to 
experience at Saint Francis Seminary. 

We have since moved down from the 
main campus to Santa Paula Drive, 
where we have a complex of student 
apartments and our seminary center. 

There the architecture symbolizes the 
centrality of the Eucharist and the liturgy 
of the hours in our program of priestly 
formation. The Blessed Sacrament and 
our community chapel are at the heart of 
our lives as priests and seminarians.

Himself a product of Sulpician 
Seminary training, Msgr. Hurd 
introduced the same program of priestly 
formation to the seminarians of this 
diocese.

The University of San Diego began as a dream, a 
vision, a desire to establish a Catholic college that 
would be dedicated to teaching, research and service. 

The dream first belonged to Bishop Charles Francis 
Buddy, and it long since has come true. 

Indeed, USD has taken its place among the most 
outstanding private universities in the western United 
States. 

Known for the excellence of its students and the 
quality of its instruction, USD has an enrollment of 
5,500. The Alcala Park campus includes a College of 
Arts and Sciences and four professional schools: Law, 
Business Administration, Education and Nursing. 

Clearly, the University of San Diego now stands as a 
monument to the value of vision, the power of prayer, 
and the persistent pursuit of excellence. 

The vision belonged to Bishop Buddy, who took 
command of the San Diego diocese on Feb. 7, 1937. 

Later that year, he went to San Francisco to share 
his dream with Mother Rosalie Hill, Vicar Superior of 
the Society of the Sacred Heart’s Western Province. 

Twelve years later, Bishop Buddy broke ground for 
the San Diego College for Women, to be constructed, 
financed and equipped by the Religious of the Sacred 
Heart. 

A little-known fact about the college is that the 
acquisition of land was postponed by World War II, 
when the site was used as an anti-aircraft base 
guarding the coast of San Diego County. 

Located on a bluff overlooking both San Diego and 
Mission bays, the campus was named ‘‘Alcala Park,”’ 
after the university city of Alcala in Spain. Alcala was 
once the home of St. Didacus, the patron saint of San 
Diego. 

The College for Women was completed in 1952 and 
classes began in February of that year. 

Bishop Buddy wasn’t finished. He envisioned a 
university that would become increasingly important 
and influential in education, both for the diocese and 
the community.

decided to found and finance the San Diego College for 
Men. At the same time, the School of Law was 
established. 

In 1972, after four years of study and planning by 
administrators at all three schools, the San Diego 
College for Men, College for Women and School of 
Law merged to form the University of San Diego. 

USD was established as an independent 
corporation, and Dr. Author E. Hughes was appointed 
as president. 

With the merger, USD became a co-educational, 
Catholic university governed by an independent Board 
of Trustees of priests, nuns, lay Catholics and 
members of many other faiths. 

By mandate of the incorporation, the Bishop of San 
Diego (Bishop Leo T. Maher) and his appointee (the 
diocesan chancellor, Msgr. I. Brent Eagen), and the 
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head of the Religious of Sacred Heart in the United 
States (Sister Anne O’Neil) and her appointee (Sister 
Gertrude Patch) all serve as _ trustees. 

Under the leadership of Hughes, USD has grown 
rapidly. Enrollment has almost doubled since 1974, 
from 2,845 to today’s total of 5,500. 

USD’s net assets have increased from $29 million in 
1972 to $121.5 million in 1986. The total amount of 
revenue credited to gift income during the 1980-86 
period is estimated at $25. million. 

Construction of $31.2 million worth of new 
academic buildings and dormitories has been in 
progress since 1978, with an additional $13.5 million 
in planned construction by 1990. 

Despite the many changes in the diocese and USD, 
their relationship has remained close. 

‘‘Certainly, the university is an important part of 
the church in San Diego,’’ Bishop Maher said 
recently. ‘‘Because it is known for its commitment to 
Christian values, the school has long since established 
itself as a moral leader in our community. And having 
a Catholic university with the status of USD gives the 
diocese a certain prestige that would be missing 
without it.’ 

When asked about diocesan influence in USD’s 
affairs, Sister Maureen Cronin, Assistant Provost and 
Director of Institutional Research and a member of the 
Sacred Heart -order, stated that ‘‘although the 
university and the diocese work together on many 
issues and USD is a Catholic university, it is 
independent in its actions and the diocese makes no 
efforts to control it.”’ 

Irving Parker, an English professor at USD since 
1954, says, ‘‘Bishop Buddy got us started, and 
President Hughes, in a sense, polished the raw 
materials. I think we have shown tremendous growth, 
definitely within the’ expectations and dreams of 
Bishop Buddy.”’ 

At the 1949 College for Women groundbreaking 
ceremonies, Bishop Buddy made a statement that 
perhaps best illustrated his expectations, his vision for 


a private institution of higher learning in San Diego. . 


‘‘We know that it takes 50 to 100 years to build an 
university but we had to make a start.”’ 
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Division of diocese 
reduced population 


The Diocese of San Diego lost about 
three-fourths of its geographic area — 
Riverside and San Bernardino counties 
— when Pope Paul VI created the San 
Bernardino diocese July 18, 1978. 

The division was made because the San 
Diego diocese was too big, said Bishop 
Phillip S. Straling soon after his appoint- 
ment to head the new diocese. 

The former four-county diocese cov- 
ered an area of about 36,000 square 
miles, whereas San Diego and Imperial 
counties comprise less than 9,500 square 
miles. 

As a result of the division, parishes with 
resident pastors in the Diocese of San 
Diego decreased by nearly half — from 
172 to 87, according to statistics in The 
Official Catholic Directory for 1978 and 
1979, 

Before the division, over 580,000 Cath- 
olics resided in the San Diego diocese.

It was and continues to be the happiest 
day of my life.

Since 1918 Catholics have sponsored programs to benefit the needy in San Diego

Catholic Community Services, (CCS), of San Diego 
was formally established in 1974 as a California non- 
profit corporation to provide social services. The first 
corporate board meeting was held at the Chancery Office 
June 13, 1974. 

However, CCS’ ministry of charitable work within the 
diocese dates back to 1918, while San Diego was still a 
part of the Los Angeles diocese. A branch of the Catholic 
Welfare Bureau was established in the McNeece Building 
at Sth and F streets. 

Father Robert Lucey, who was to later become the 
archbishop of San Antonio, ‘Texas, was the founding 
director of the Catholic Welfare Bureau, (CWB), in San 
Diego. In 1921 the offices were relocated to 618 Bancroft 
St., and Father Michael Sullivan was appointed director. 

Some of the earlier programs run by the CWB included 
the Catholic Children’s Home, later taken over by the 
Sisters of Nazareth and renamed Nazareth House; St. 
Ann’s Clinic, which provided treatment and maternity 
care services; Bayside Social Center and a thrift shop. 

In 1939, three years after the foundation of the Diocese 
of San Diego, Bishop Charles Francis Buddy ‘appointed 
Msgr. John M. Hegarty director of the CWB and Father 
Michael O’Connor as executive secretary. The main 
service of the CWB was emergency aid and counseling. 

Bishop Buddy, supreme director of the CWB, replaced 
Father O’Connor as executive secretary with the Very 
Rev. Thomas J. McNamara and also named Father 
George Rice as assistant executive director in 1940. At 
this time Albert V. Mayrhofer and Frank J. Laengle 
served as chairman and vice chairman, respectively, of 
the CWB. 

In 1948, Father Thomas E. Byrnes, MSW, was 
appointed director and executive secretary, of the CWB. 
During Father Byrnes’ tenure, new names were given to 
the service Catholic Charities, Catholic Social 
Charities and, the name that survived, Catholic 
Casework Bureau. In 1958, Nazareth House was set 
apart from direct diocesan supervision, and was given 
independent status. 

Father William Nolan was appointed director in 1959. 
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Msgr. Mark Doran was later appointed director of the 
bureau. 

During the 1950s and ’60s the Catholic Casework 
Bureau had established offices in various parts of the San 
Diego diocese, which was comprised of Imperial, 
Riverside, San Bernardino and San Diego counties. , 

In 1966, Catholic Family Services initiated a separate 
corporation called ACCESS which applied for and 
received funds from the Office of Economic Opportunity. 
The agency grew from two small multi-service centers to 
seven centers with a budget of $316,000. In 1968 the 
agency obtained a contract to provide aftercare services to 
recovering drug addicts and the Narcotics Addiction and 
Recovery Assistance Program was initiated with Dr. 
James Kleckner as director. 

In 1970, at Bishop Leo T. Maher’s suggestion, Msgr. 
Doran established a consortium of Catholic charities 
which, at that time, included Catholic Family Services 
(San Diego), Catholic Social Services (San Bernardino), 
ACCESS, ALMA, Bayside Settlement House, 
Department of Youth Services, Ethnic Affairs Office (San 
Bernardino and San Diego), and the Spanish Speaking 
Conference (San Bernardino and San Diego). The office 
was, for a short time, at 336 Kalmia St. 

The central offices of the consortium of CCS were 
relocated to their current site, 349 Cedar St., in 1971. 
Three years later, the incorporation papers of CCS were 
filed and the corporation established. During 1975, CCS 
became extensively involved in refugee resettlement as 
thousands of Vietnamese were processed through Camp 
Pendleton in Oceanside. 

The Articles of Incorporation for CCS were filed with 
the secretary of state for California on Feb. 13, 1974. The 
first corporate board meeting was held on June 13, 1974, 
with Bishop Maher as chairman. Board members 
included: Msgrs. Mark Doran, I. Brent Eagen, Anthony 
Geising, Joseph Topping; Fathers Peter Covas, Roger 
Lechner, Joseph McDonald, John T. Quinn; and 
Michael Brown, Edward Callahan, Roy Fitzgerald and 
Robert Peer. 

Msgr. Doran died in November 1976, after having 
established a legacy of compassionate service to thousands 
of persons in all kinds of circumstances. For a brief 
period, Father Quinn served as director of CCS with Dr. 
Robert Peer, Msgr. Doran’s associate, as*his main 
assistant. 

During Father Quinn’s tenure, ACCESS became 
independent of CCS and the Family Life Center was 
added to the agency’s programs. 
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Father Douglas Regin was appointed executive director 
of CCS in September 1978 and assisted in the transfer of 
operations for the counties of San Bernardino and 
Riverside, when the Diocese of San Bernardino was 
created. 

CCS began to focus its attention on service in San 
Diego and Imperial counties. Significant gains were made 
in Imperial County as CCS garnered several job training 
contracts, initiated a day care program, expanded 
counseling services and opened a residential care program 
in Calexico for undocumented persons. 

In the mid-1980s a severe recession hit the Imperial 
Valley and the day care program and job training 
programs were ended. Today the agency has developed a 
series of responses to meet the emergency needs of people 
with offices in El Centro and Brawley and residential 
programs in Calexico and El Centro. 

Since 1979, San Diego has also seen significant changes 
in program services provided by CCS. In 1979, the 
School/Child Psychology Program was begun; the agency 
entered into an agreement with several other church 
related groups to provide documentation services for 
Hispanics through Centro de Assantos Migratorios; and 
the agency addressed internal management needs. 

The Rachel’s Women Center opened in 1984 as did the 
Good Samaritan Shelter in Oceanside. The first Spirit of 
Charity fund-raiser was successfully staged and thé Foster 
Grandparent Program celebrated its 10th year of sponsor- 
ship by CCS, which also celebrated its 65th year of service 
to the community. 

As the countdown to 1990 begiris, CCS has initiated a 
strategic planning process to focus its attention on the 
future. 1985 saw the agency open the House of Hope in El 
Centro, as an emergency shelter for women. The agency 
was awarded a four-year Certificate of Accreditation by 
the National Council on Accreditation. CCS joined four 
other agencies to provide services to homeless 
runaway/throwaway youth. CCS also recorded over 
10,000 volunteer hours for the first time in the agency’s 
history. 

A new emergency shelter, Guadalupe Center in 
Calexico, was opened for men in 1986 and the facilities 
for the House of Hope and the House of Rachel were 
expanded to meet the increased need for women’s 
shelters. The School and Child Psychology Program 
began publishing a quarterly newsletter called Magic 
Years. The agency surpassed the $3 million budget mark 
for the first time. Initial efforts for a major immigration 
program in response to federal legislation also began.

Changing priorities

relationship, but sometimes the people involved are the last to see what is 
really going on. 

Many people view change as inherently negative and even attempt to 
deny it. Such couples may be reluctant to discuss changing priorities, out of 
insecurity about change and what it means to the relationship. This pattern of avoidance 
frequently leaves a couple feeling that they are outgrowing each other. Insecurity about 
change can also lead to anger and resentment, which tend to cut off the lines of 


If you feel that your marriage is changing and are uncomfortable with the changes, it 
may be advisable for you to consult with a marriage counselor to help you examine your 
expectations and air your building resentments. In this way, a couple can begin to accept 
change as less threatening and come to see the positive aspects of the changing nature of its

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Search for God led him to the seminary

I have been searching for God for as 
long as I can remember. In 1953, when I 
was 18 years old and just out of high 
school, that search led me to look for him 
in a place apart from the world. St. 
Francis Seminary, as it was at that time, 
fit the bill perfectly. 

Farm lands surrounded the seminary 

wewhich was located on a hilltop in rural El 
Cajon. (In 1953 El Cajon had a 
population of 6000 people.) 

Even more important than its 
geographical location, the environment of 
the seminary itself stood in stark contrast 
to the secular world. The chapel, where 
we spent three or more hours each day, 
dominated the architectural landscape. 
Priest-faculty robed in black cassocks 


conducted our classes in the humanities. 


Our everyday student uniform 
consisted of black shoes, black socks, 
black trousers, white shirt, black tie and 


black sweater. No variations in dress were’ 


permitted except on Sundays or Feast 
Days when we wore the black cassock and 
white surplice for liturgies. During work 
or recreation we wore white shirts with 
black pants. 


A more important contrast to the 
secular world than student dress was the 
monestary-like daily regimen. 

An atmosphere of external silence 
permeated our day. It was a silence meant 
to foster a personal spirit of interior 
silence. 

We rose at 5:20 a.m. By 5:40 a.m. we 
were in our assigned chapel seats for 20 
minutes of silent meditation. Mass was at 
6 a.m., followed by 30 minutes of silent 
thanksgiving prayer until breakfast at 7 
a.m. We could break silence to speak to 
one another following breakfast until our 
first class at 8 a.m. 

Particular examination of conscience in 
chapel occurred at 11:45 a.m. and lunch 
at noon. We silently listened to readings 
while eating. 

Physical work followed by recreation 
was the order until 3 p.m. when we 
returned to class. The rosary was recited 
at 5 p.m., followed by spiritual reading in 
common at 5:30 p.m. 

We had supper in silence at 6 p.m. with 
public reading of some spiritual book. 
Recreation followed until 7 p.m. when we 
returned to silence and our rooms for 
study until 9 p.m. when we had evening 
prayer in the chapel. 


Afterwards we went to our rooms and 
bed. Lights out happened at 9:30 p.m. 
The grand silence prevailed until after 
breakfast the following morning. 

Looking back over the 30 plus years to 
my student days at St. Francis Seminary I 
have only fond memories. I made good 
friends, several of whom are. still 
companions in life. 

The academic preparation has proven 
to be more than adequate. It provided a 
foundation which enabled me to obtain a 
post-graduate degree in Rome some years 
following my ordination to the 
priesthood. I also acquired a love for 
study which I still satisfy by extensive 
reading, even in the midst of a busy 
parish ministry. 

My search for God continues today. 
The seminary introduced me to some 
disciplines of personal prayer. More 
importantly I learned that conversation 
with God is at the heart of ordained 
ministry and essential for my own well: 
being as I look for communion with him. 

In some respects I pray today in a 
radically different way. This freedom 
stems, to some extent, from the 
foundation in Christian spirituality 
provided by the seminary. I also acquired 


a love for sacred scripture and for the 
church’s liturgy. 

St. Francis Seminary, and in general 
the seminary system of 30 years ago, 
failed to address the human relational 
aspects of my life. As students we were 
taught to avoid particular friendships. 


I am deeply grateful to the priest- 
faculty of 30 years ago. They modeled 
priesthood for me. They were spiritual 
men deeply committed to the saving 
mission of Christ and his church. I came 
to love the church with all its warts and 
wrinkles, 


My seminary experience furthered my 
progress along a path [ still joyfully walk 
today, the search for a deeper communion 
with God. However, unlike 30 years ago, 
I don’t see myself alone on that path. I’m 
surrounded by thousands of people, past 
arid present, who reveal the many faces of 
Christ to me. 


Pastor of Our Lady of Mount Carmel in 
Rancho Penasquitos, Msgr. Fawcett attended 
the diocesan seminaries from 1953-64. He also 
served as rector of St. Francis Seminary from 
1977-84.

Responsibility was portioned out to 
priests at a much earlier age in those days, 
as was the call to sacrifice and_self- 
discipline. 

What can be said by way of summary 
about the seminary training of the 40s 


and 50s, it was designed to help separate 
the men from the boys. It made it easier 
to live the life we were called to, though 
we were not ready to admit that during 
our seminary days.

Chylewski attended the seminary from 1946-52.

New $10.3 million multi-purpose shelter will accommodate 350 homeless people

SAN DIEGO — In December 1985 
construction began on the St. Vincent de 
Paul (SVDP) multi-purpose shelter for 
homeless people living in San Diego. 

Scheduled to be completed in July of 
this year, the $10.3 million facility will 
house an emergency medical center, a 
dining room, a one-room schoolhouse, 
public toilet and shower facilities, 
counseling offices, and housing for 350 
persons — families, single men and 
women, and disabled persons. 

Appointed SDVP director in 1982, 
Father Joseph Carroll initiated the drive 
to build the new center on land which had 
been purchased by his predecessor, Msgr. 
Joseph Topping. 

The shelter is but one of many projects 
that SDVP has been involved with since 
its founding in 1958 when it was 
established as a semi-autonomous public 
agency by the Diocese of San Diego to 
serve homeless and needy persons. It has 
provided rental and utility assistance, 
shelter, clothing, meals and counseling. 

Principal funding comes from its thrift 
store operations and contributors’ club. 

While the new shelter is being built, 
SDVP houses 200 persons a night at an 
apartment house on 17th Street. A 
network of nearly 100 agencies refer their 
clients to the shelter at no charge. 


The SHARE (Self-Help and Resource 
Exchange) food program, begun by 
SDVP in May 1983, assists 12,000 
families in San Diego each month. 
SHARE participants receive $35-$40 
worth of food for $12 and two hours of 


community service work. 

SHARE works with 123 churches, 
other social agencies, and senior centers 
that do the actual collection of funds and 
distribution of food. 

Twelve cities in various parts of the 
United States have begun SHARE. Eight 
Mexican cities also have the food 
program.

Local church 
a monument to 


first bishop

ALGALA PARK — There can be no 
doubt that: millions of words have been 
used in describing the life and times of 
Bishop Charles Francis Buddy. 

Bishop Buddy, after all, contributed as 
much to the development of San Diego as 
anyone before.or since. 

Still, his biography could just as easily 
be pictorial. 

Page One, :of course, would be St. 
Joseph: Cathedral, whet ‘Bishop Buddy 
was installed as San Diego’s founding 
bishop’ 50 years ago. 

There would be pictures of the 
University of :San Diego dozens of 
local parishes .. dozens of local schools. 

Indeed, the entire Diocese of San Diego 
is — in marly ways — a monument to the 
man who ser¥ed as its bishop for the first 
30 years. 

A fnative’ of St. Joseph, Mo., 
was 4 monsignor and pastor at’ St. Joseph 
Cathedral when he was named bishop of 
San Diego on Oct. 31, 1936. 

He was consecrated on Dec. 21, and 
installed on Feb. 3, 1937. 

Bishop Buddy was virtually unknown 
in the West, but he adapted quickly. 
Within weeks, he had met every priest in 
the ydidcese. Within months, he had 
assembled a staff, and Bishop Buddy was 
soon: one ‘of the more powerful and 
popular leaders in San Diego. 

A- review of the correspondence he left 
in the diocesan archives indicates that 
many things could be said of Bishop 
Charles F. Buddy. 

He was a builder, a dreamer and an 
organizer. He was a writer, scholar and 
theologian. He was ecumenical before the 
word became as popular as it is today. 

Bishop. Buddy was a benefactor to 
many in need. He was a father, stern at 
times ‘but always a just father to his vast 
flock..He was a ‘‘praying’’ bishop. 

Bishop Buddy’s letters revealed his 
compassion for the poor and for many of 
the pioneer priests who could not meet 
their various assessments. 

- He had a great love of Mary and a deep 
devotion to the Sacred Heart. 

Bishop Buddy was a shrewd business- 
man. His early diocesan days were diffi- 
cult ones, financially, but he was able to 
erect parishes and build schools with his 
“only collateral being my pectoral cross,’ 
he would laugh.

The Catholic Church Extension 
Society and Mother Katherine Drexel, 
recently declared ‘‘venerable’’ by Pope 
John Paul II, came to his aid over.and 
over. 

Bishop Buddy administered the San 
Diego diocese until 1963, when Bishop 
Francis J. Furey was named apostolic 
administrator with the right of succession. 

Bishop Buddy died on March 6, 1966. 

Among the eulogists at the funeral was 
Cardinal Timothy Manning of Los 
Angeles. 

“Jt is too facile entirely to catalogue the. 
items of achievement in the pontificate of 
this bishop,’’ Cardinal Manning said. 
“The number of parishes and schools, the 
increase in Catholic population, the 
growth of vocations ... these and kindred 
facts:can be readily found in the records of 
the journals of the day. The aggregate of 
them ‘is not history. We are-too near to 
signify what will suryive. History needs a 
longer perspective. It must be left to 
another generation.”’

That generation, is today’s. Bishop 
Buddy has been gone from our midst for 
21 years. Perhaps this small tribute will 
spur others to write of the deeds and 
accomplishments of this noble man. For 
him the faith knew no frontiers. 


His episcopate stands as proof of his 
courage and zeal. Higher education, 
seminary training, - convert crusades, 
immigrant solicitude and literary 
ventures were all assembled to put the 
church in San. Diego prominently and 
progressively among the outstanding sees 
in the western United States. 


Bishop Buddy fashioned his own 
epitaph when he said on the day of his 
installation in San Diego: 

“In the midst of all our rejoicing this 
morning, there must neither be 
misgivings nor false notions about: the 
future. One thought stays with me: 
Sooner or later, the ring that encircles this 
finger will encircle ‘nothing but dust and 
ashes.”” 


Bishop Furey 
was known for 
his openness

ALCALA PARK — 
bishop of San Diego, 
Furey, is remembered for his openness, 
ecumenism and the support he received 
from diocesan clergy and laity. 

Born Feb. 22, 1905, in Summit Hill, 
Pa., Bishop Furey was the eldest of five 
children born to John J. and Anna 
O’Donnell Furey. 

Bishop Furey went to public schools in 
Coaldale, Pa., and St. Mary’s, now 
Marian High. He attended St. Charles 
Seminary in Overbrook, Pa., and the 
Pontifical Seminary in Rome. He was 
ordained in Rome on March 15, 1930. 
While there, he received a doctorate in 
theology and philosophy. 

From 1930-36, he was secretary to 
Cardinal Dennis Dougherty, archbishop 
of Philadelphia. He was rector of St. 
Charles Seminary, where he also taught 
pastoral theology, liturgy and homiletics,

‘from 1946-57. The following year he was ~ 


appointed pastor of St. Helena Church in 
Pennsylvania. 


On August 24, 1960, he was named 


auxiliary to the late Cardinal John F. 
O’Hara, CSC, then archbishop of 
Philadelphia. He was consecrated 
December 22, 1960. 

He served Archbishop John J. Krol in 
the same capacity: until July 25, 1963, 
when he was named the first co-adjutor 
bishop and apostolic administrator of the 
Diocese of San Diego. He succeeded to 
this see on March 6, 1966, with the death 
of Bishop Charles F. Buddy. 

Bishop Furey’s arrival in San Diego 
was celebrated with a colorful liturgy and 
reception in The Immaculata on the 
University of San Diego campus. Some 
1,500 people witnessed the festivities. 

About the same number joined in the 


civic reception that night at the Alcala », 


Bowl. Present were Archbishops John J. 
Krol of Philadelphia and Thomas A. 
Connolly of Seattle, 
Bonaventure Knaebel of St. Meinrad 
Archabby in Indiana and 18 bishops. 
Officers from the U.S. Navy and 
Marine Corps were military escorts for 
Cardinal James F. McIntyre of Los 
Angeles and Bishop Furey. A military 
color guard from the naval base and 
Knights of St. Gregory added to the 
procession. Other guests were Mayor

Charles Dail of San Diego, State Senator 
Jack Schrade and State Assemblyman E. 
Richard Barnes and Frank Gibson of the 
San Diego County Board of Supervisors. 

His episcopacy was marked by a spirit 
of openness, and he enjoyed the support 
and loyalty of the priests and faithful. He 
organized the Priests’ Senate in San 
Diego. 

His office door was always open and he 
_,was always available, even without an 
“appointment. He liked to joke but he 
could also take a joke. When he was being 


ribbed about something, he would double 
up his fist, smile, and growl with mock 
anger, ‘‘Get outta here!”’ 


Bishop Furey never- let a piece of 
correspondence go unanswered 
overnight. His correspondence received 
his close attention. Whenever he doubted 
any statement or fact, he would put a very 
large question mark in the margin; 
sometimes there would be more than one 
question mark. 

Bishop Furey had a way of keeping 
order without antagonizing people. He 
never tried to run the whole show, but

preferred to delegate authority. He 
combined priestly love and charity with 
executive discipline. 

He was a great lover of children. “‘I 


guess that’s because I’m just a big kid . 


myself,’’ he said. 

During his tenure in San Diego, Bishop 
Furey ordained 32 priests. 

Pope John XXIII had appointed 
Bishop Furey to the administrative 
tribunal of the Second Vatican Council in 
1962. 

He had a strong canonical drive and 
he gave reports on Vatican II to other 
religious groups. He worked to bridge 
communications among various faiths in 
San Diego. He founded the Ecumenical 
Commission, invited ministers and rabbis 
to participate in Catholic functions, and 
opened classes at the University of San 
Diego to lecturers of other faiths. 

Bishop Furey’s last civic function in 
San Diego was to deliver the invocation at 
dedication ceremonies for the San Diego- 
Coronado Bay bridge. 

Bishop Furey was appointed 
Archbishop of San Antonio, Texas, on 
June 4, 1969. 

Representatives of all parishes attended 
a farewell program presented at the 
University of San Diego before his 
departure from San Diego on Aug. 5. 

He was installed as the third archbishop 
of San Antonio during a ceremony in the 
oldest Catholic sanctuary in the United 
States, San Fernando Cathedral, founded 
in 1738. 

Archbishop Furey was diagnosed with 
prostate cancer in August 1977. He ‘died 
April 23, 1979: A final Mass of the 
Resurrection was celebrated in San 
Fernando Cathedral by a long-time 
friend, Archbishop John R. Quinn of San 
Francisco, who was also a_ former 
auxiliary bishop of San Diego.

What they saw was a tall man, 
some 6-foot-2, with wide shoulders 
and an athletic build. He had dark, 
neatly-combed hair and_ wire- 
rimmed glasses. 

Archbishop John J. Cantwell of 
Los Angeles presided over the 
Mass, and Papal Bulls from Pope 
Pius were read — both in English 
and Latin — by Father William P. 
Kelly, principal of St. Augustine 
School. 


Four days later, a huge civic 
celebration, which included 
representatives from all diocesan 
parishes, was held at the Organ 
Pavilion in Balboa Park. 

On Feb. 8, the Governor of 
California —. Frank M. Merriam 
— called on Bishop Buddy at his 
new chancery adjacent to the 
cathedral. 

‘Bishop Buddy: was very happy 
to be here, and I think San Diego 
was happy to have him,’’ Kennedy 
said. ‘‘I remember on the train-ride 
home, all of us were convinced he’d 
be very successful, and obviously 
we were right.” 

Kennedy herself had much to do 
with that success. During the 
summer of 1937, Bishop Buddy 
returned to St. Joseph to visit his 
family. While there, he invited her 
to become his secretary in San 
Diego.

impact on his children. 

“‘Faith just exudes from our family,”’ 
Maher observes. ‘“‘I have a_ brother 
(Raymond) who’s a priest and a sister 
(Mary) who’s a nun, and the lay 
members of the family are probably more 
religious than we are.”’ 

Maher’s first step toward the 
priesthood came in the summer of 1927, 
when he decided to join his: uncle in 
California. 

“Uncle Ed’’ was ‘‘Father Ed’’ to most 
people. Msgr. Edward Maher was a 


‘priest, and the pastor at St. Patrick’s 


Catholic Church in'San Jose. In 1927, he 
invited young Leo -to heed the words of 
Horace Greeley and head wést. 

““My sister Mary had graduated from 
high school and decided to join the 
Dominican Convent in San Rafael,’’ 
Maher recalls. ‘‘When my _ uncle 
suggested I come out with her, I couldn’t 
resist. It sounded like an exciting thing to 
do.”’ 

So the 12-year-old Maher journeyed to 
San Jose, moved into the St. Patrick’s 
rectory, and enrolled in the parish school. 

An avid sports fan who particularly 
loved basketball, Maher soon organized a 
league that included the five Catholic 
grade schools in the South Bay area. 

“‘T signed up the teams, rented the 
halls, hired the officials ... and played 


forward for St. Patrick’s,’’ Maher recalls 
with a smile. ‘‘There was no CYO then. 
If you wanted anything organized, you 
pretty much had to do it yourself. It was 
fun. And since the other guys seemed to

enjoy it too, it was pretty rewarding.”’ 

Although Maher was a good student; 
friends from his school days are more 
likely to remember him as a good guy. 

“‘Leo liked people, and people liked 
him,”’ a contemporary once noted: ‘‘That 
was probably the key to his later success. 
He got along with just about everyone.”’ 

There was no one, single event that 
solidified Maher’s commitment to the 
church. 

The seed had planted itself early in-life, 
and slowly continued to grow. 

“T guess I had a vague intention of 
studying for the priesthood all along,’’ 
Maher recalls. ‘“Then, after I got to 
California, I lived in the rectory and grew 
up with the priests. I liked it; I felt 
comfortable in the environment. By the 
time I was 14, taking the next step just

In postwar San Francisco, this was no small 
assignment. The archdiocese was one of the largest sees in 
America. What is more, San Francisco had become one of

‘«A lot was happening there in the late 1940s,’ Maher 
said. ‘‘It was an important place'in terms of international 
diplomacy, world trade, politics. And since Archbishop 
Mitty was one of the most prominent churchmen in the 
country, the chancery was a pretty busy place, too.” 

In 1951 and ‘52, Maher played a key role in the 
campaign to remove parochial schools from the California 
tax structure. 

Until then, such schools had been subject to income, 
sales and property taxes. In 1951, Archbishop Mitty and 
Archbishop James Francis McIntyre of Los Angeles 
agreed to sponsor a statewide ballot measure, and Maher

Despite spending much of his seven-year term in 
Rome, where he was an active participant in the Second 
Vatican Council, Maher established 11 new parishes. He 
built 18 churches, 14 rectories, three high schools, two 
grade schools and two cemetery mausoleums. 

“T learned that starting a new diocese is very, very. 
difficult,’’ Maher said. ‘‘At the same time, though, it can 
be extremely rewarding. We started with five priests and 
five million dollars I was able to bring from San 
Francisco. I think all of us later felt very good about what 

we were able to accomplish.”’ 

While bishop of Santa Rosa, Maher took part in the 
Second Vatican Council. Popularly known as “‘Vatican 
II,’’ deliberations involved most of the world’s 3,000 
bishops and began in October of 1962. By the time the 
bishops adjourned, in December of 1965, they had rocked 
the Christian world. 

‘Since I had just become a bishop six months before 
the first session began, I hadn’t been involved in any of 
the preliminary discussions, and I wasn’t sure what to 
expect,’’ Maher recalls. ‘‘I knew it would be an 
important event, but I don’t think anybody realized how 
important it would become. Then, during the first 
session, the council voted to change the liturgy. When 
that happened, I thought, ‘This is unbelievable.’ That 
showed the trend. After that, people could sense that the 
bishops were ready to make serious changes in the 
church.”’ 

Enthusiastic about the changes the bishops had made, 
Maher was delighted to carry this new, ‘Vatican II 
theology’’ back to California. 

“Tt was an uncomfortable time for many Catholics,”’ 
he noted. ‘‘But we thought people would accept the 

“changes if we could explain what they were, why they 
were made, and what they would mean to people’s lives. 
That took some time, because we first had to educate our 
priests. Eventually, though, I think most of the people — 
in our area, anyway — came to realize these changes 
needed to be made. We just had to make the church more 
relavant to a modern world.”’ 

In the spring of 1969, Maher was asked if he would 
consider a reassignment. Two California dioceses — 
Fresno and San Diego — were without bishops, and the

church was reviewing potential candidates. 

‘‘T had never considered the prospect of leaving Santa 
Rosa,’’ Maher said. ‘‘I thought I’d probably be there the 
rest of my career, and that would have been just fine. But 
when I was contacted about Fresno and San Diego, I said 
I would go wherever the Holy Father felt I should serve. I 
said I’d be happy with either job, and it was true, but in 
my heart I knew I’d be happier with the one in San 
Diego.”’ 

Soon, it was his. On Aug. 27, 1969, Pope Paul VI 
appointed Maher to succeed Francis J. Furey as bishop of 
San Diego. On Oct. 4, Maher was installed by Cardinal 
James Francis McIntyre of Los Angeles and Archbishop 
Luigi Raimondi, the apostolic delegate to the United 
States. 

Bishop Maher soon discovered that America’s Finest 
City had one of America’s poorest churches. 

The diocese had accumulated a debt of approximately 
$11 million. 

Strapped for cash, it had not opened a parish since 
1964. 

The College for Men, which was owned and operated 
by the diocese, was losing nearly $500,000 a year. 

‘They were keeping the fire burning, but that’s about 
all,” Bishop Maher recalled. ‘“The building program had 
been abandoned. Programs such as Catholic social 
services had been cut back to the bone. And we were still 
losing money, because our income couldn’t keep pace 
with the interest we owed to the banks and insurance 
companies.” 

Determined. to increase income while reducing 
expenses, Bishop Maher introduced a variety of programs 
designed to steady the local church. 

Almost immediately, he disengaged the diocese from 
the College for Men, and established the school as an 
independent corporation. 

He hired professional fund-raisers and accountants to 
advise parish pastors. 

He revitalized the ‘‘diocesan bank,’’ and asked 
parishes to leave surplus funds with the diocese rather 
than banks or savings and léans. 

In 1972, Bishop. Maher established the annual 
‘‘Stewardship”’ drive, a fund-raising campaign designed 
to support diocesan programs and agencies. 
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Bishop Maher got diocese growing again 


“At the beginning, the problems-were pretty basic,”’ 
the bishop said. ‘‘We desperately needed to build new 
parishes. We desperately needed to get things going 
again, but we didn’t have any money,-and we didn’t have 
enough credit to do what we needed to do.”’ 

© The bishop’s desire to provide the Catholic 
community with an educated group of clerics. Maher has 
dispatched area priests throughout the world to improve 
their religious educations. Not only has this given San 
Diego an enlightened group of priests, many San Diegans 
now serve the universal church. 

@ The bishop’s determination to provide pastoral care 
for each of the ethnic communities within the community 
at large. He has been particularly responsive to the needs 
of Hispanics. Among other things, Bishop Maher 
established the La Quinta de Guadalupe Center in 
Imperial Beach, but the church has also been active with 
local Filipinos, Vietnamese and blacks. 

© The bishop’s work in cultivating a ‘“‘hands across the 
border’’ relationship with the people of Tijuana. When 
floods ravaged the Mexican city in 1978, Bishop Maher 
immediately sent-food, medical supplies and cash to help 
its victims. The dioceses of San Diego and Tijuana have 
worked closely together throughout the bishop’s tenure 
here. 

In addition to these tangible contributions, Maher 
receives high marks in the Christiah community for 
having served as something of a ‘‘moral watchdog”’ for 
the City of San Diego. 

He has taken vocal, and sometimes controversial stands 
on topics such as birth control, abortion, homosexuality, 
campus health clinics and drugs. 

Maher is also given considerable credit for the success 
of the ecumenical movement in Southern California. The 
Diocese of San Diego may be more deeply involved in 
programs of ‘‘Christian Unity’’ than any Catholic diocese 
in America. 

“‘T would like to think I’ve made Catholics proud that: 
we stand up for what’ we believe in,’’ Maher said. “‘I’ve 
made some enemies, I guess. But a bishop is bound to 
make some enemies if he’s doing a good job. I just hope, 
that after all is said and done, people will think the good 
things I did outweighed the bad.”’

Auxiliary lauded for his work 
with Hispanics, Catholic laity

SAN DIEGO — In the 13 years that 
Gilbert Espinoza Chavez has been 
auxiliary bishop of San Diego, he has 
witnessed an increased involvement of the 
laity in the church. 

“The laity is becoming educated. They 
are able to participate in the leadership 
capacity of the church,’’ Bishop Chavez 
said, noting that 99.9 percent of the 
church is laity. 

He added that the diminishing number 
of clergy has also made it necessary for the 
laity to be more active in the church. 


Bishop Chavez was the second 
Hispanic in the United States to be 
appointed bishop. 

Named auxiliary bishop April 19, 
1974, he was consecrated June 21, 1974, 
at age 41, during a ceremony held in 
Golden Hall at the Charles Dail 
Concourse. 

““My duties as bishop will be to serve 
all persons in the diocese. Because of my 
personal background and nationality, I 
hope I will be of special service to the 
Mexican-American, Spanish-speaking, 
poor and underprivileged,’’ Bishop 
Chavez said in a 1974 interview after 
being named bishop. 

During his tenure, 
believes there has been a _ better 
acceptance of Hispanics by the Catholic 
Church. This is evidenced by more 
Spanish Masses and Hispanic 
organizations. 


Bishop Chavez — 


' The auxiliary bishop was born April 9, 
1932, in Ontario, Calif. He is the second 
son of Mexican immigrants who left their 
native land during the Mexican 
Revolution and settled in the San 
Bernardino County town where his 
father, Margarito, earned his living as a 
farm worker. 

Ontario was a ‘‘happy, joyful 
community’’ when he was a child. The 
town was surrounded by orange groves 
and vinyards. It also had a large 
community park that was the site of an 
annual party featuring ‘‘a 10-mile-long 
table filled with food,’’ he recalled. 

When he was 15 years old, his father 
and 10-year-old brother Raymond were 
killed in a train accident. His mother, 
Ramona, was left to raise the five 
remaining children. 

“‘When your father dies, it makes you 
take on responsibilities children usually 
don’t have and (you) take a more serious 
look at life,’’ Bishop Chavez said. 

Today Ontario is the second largest city 
in San Bernardino County with a 
population of 110,000, he said. His 
brothers Jose, Ralph and John still live in 
Ontario. His mother lives in San 
Bernardino as does his older brother, 
Father Adolphus Chavez, who is the 
pastor of Our Lady of Guadalupe Church 
there. His sister Guadalupe Alcaraz lives 
in Fontana. 

He visits his family a least once a 
month, he said. “‘People raised in the 
1930s have traditional ties to their

SAN DIEGO — Bishop Gilbert E. 
Chavez is the third man to serve the 
diocese as its auxiliary bishop. 

The first was Bishop Richard J.

families. Today, with the mobile age, 
these familial ties are not strong 
anymore.”’ 

As a child he attended parochial 
schools. His brother, Father Adolphus, 
influenced his decision to become a priest, 
he said. 

He studied for the priesthood at St. 
Francis Seminary, El Cajon, and 
Immaculate Heart Seminary, San Diego. 
Bishop Charles F. Buddy ordained him 
March 19, 1960, in The Immaculata 
Church. 

Following his ordination, he studied 
philosophy and psychology at the 
University of California at Riverside. 

His first assignments in the diocese 
were teaching at Aquinas High School in 
San Bernardino and serving as chaplain 
at the Norco Drug Rehabilitation Center.

In July 1983, he was transferred to his 
present post as rector of St. Joseph 
Cathedral downtown. 


Bishop Chavez made news in 1976 
when he and three other American 
bishops were held by the Ecuadorian 
military government. 

He and 33 other bishops from 
throughout the world went to Riabamba, 
Ecuador, for a conference on Latin 
American culture. ‘‘I went to find out 
about the Latin American mentality,’’ he 
said. 


Riabamba is a town with a large Indian 
population, The bishop there was helping 
the poor people living in the town address 
their own problems, he explained. 

At that time Ecuador was governed by 
a military junta that ‘‘was suspicious of 
the meeting. They thought we were 
planning a subversive action,’’ Bishop 
Chavez said.

ALCALA PARK — Appointed 
chancellor of the Diocese of San Diego in 
1968, Msgr. I. Brent Eagen is known for 
his concern for ecumenism, his skills as a 
diocesan public relations man and his 
keen interest in the history of the 
California missions. 

Since 1971, Msgr. Eagen has also 
served as pastor of Mission San Diego de 
Alcala. His pastoral work there increased 
his interest in mission history. He has 
written articles on San Diego, Father 
Junipero Serra and Robert Frost which 
were published in Westerners and San Diego 
Journal of History. 

As chancellor, Msgr. Eagen has served 
on many church and civic boards. These 
include the National Conference of 
Christians and Jews, the Canon Law 
Society of America, the Navy League of 
the United States, the Mayor’s Crime 
Control Commission, the USD Board of 
Trustees, the diocesan building 
committee and the Diocesan Pastoral 
Council. He is also chaplain for the San 
Diego Chargers. 

In 1969, Msgr. Eagen predicted with 
accuracy that the Catholic Church of the 
future would be more _ ecumenical, 
democratic and oriented toward the laity. 
“The church must become more 
concerned with people, not only its own 
people, but in our fellow Christians, the 
Protestants and non-Christians, too,’’ 
Msgr. Eagen said. 

He also predicted greater participation

of the laity. ‘‘Our people, both priests and 
laymen, must serve: one another, 
particularly the less fortunate, to a greater 
extent that we have been doing. We must 
become a servant church in practice as 
well as in name,”’’ he said. 

Msgr. Eagen was born Dec. 14, 1929, 
in San Bernardino to James and Stella 
Eagen. His father died in 1981 and his 
mother in 1983. 

He graduated from St. Bernardino 
High School, San Bernardino, in 1947. 
He attended Loyola University of Los 
Angeles prior to entering St. Francis 
Seminary in San Diego. 

Bishop Charles F. Buddy ordained him 
and 10 others May 19, 1956, in St. Joseph 
Cathedral in what was then the largest 
ordination group ever for the diocese. 

Following ordination, he served as 
associate pastor at St. Joseph Cathedral 
and Holy Rosary Cathedral in San 
Bernardino before returning to Loyola 
University for graduate study in English 
from 1956-59. 
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_ The military arrested all participants 
on the last day of the conference. They 
were taken to military headquarters in 
Quito. 

The captives quickly contacted their 
respective embassies and the Vatican. 
ambassador to Ecuador. Bishop Chavez 
also wrote a-letter to the pope during his 
detention, in which he explained that the 
government ‘‘had misjudged the 
meeting. It was a spiritual retreat.’’ 

Although the military leaders would 
have released the non-Latin detainees, 
the captives stood together. ‘‘We decided 
the human rights of every person should 
be respected and that we should all be 
released together,’’ he said. 

The confinement lasted for about 30 
hours. 

“Tt was a strange situation that 
psychologically I was not prepared for,”’ 
Bishop Chavez recalled of the arrest. ‘“To 
relieve the tension on the bus ride from 
Riabamba to Quito, the detainees sang 
and recited the rosary.’’ 

The conference was Bishop Chavez’s 
first visit to Latin America. ‘‘it was a sad 
initiation that became disastrous,’’ he 
said, adding that he has not traveled in 
Latin America since then. 

Following this episode, the group 
decided to hold future gatherings in the 
United States. Military governments in 
Latin America have the ‘“‘idea that 
Americans go there for . subversive 
reasons,’’ he said. 

The bishop described the goals of his 
priestly ministry — ‘‘to change people’s 
mentality or values.”’ 
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What he finds most rewarding are 
“‘those things that are new, creative, 
things by which people grow and mature 

and which cause more people to 
acquire Christian values,’’ he said. 

During his tenure as a bishop, he has 
seen better acceptance of Hispanics on the 
part of the church and society. “There 
are many Hispanics with higher positions 
since 1970. The WASP mentality is 
breaking down,”’ he said. 

The ordination of Bishop Patrick J. 
Flores in 19:70 ‘‘broke the ice.’’ Gone was 
the idea that Hispanics did not qualify to 
be bishops, he said. 

““We become slaves of our own culture 
by stereotyping people. Creation includes 
everyone. The church is opening up to 
this truth. In all humanity you can find 
God-given values,’’ he said. 

The church’s advancement can be seen 
“‘both in Latin America and the United 
States with its issuance of an ‘option for 
the poor,’ ”’ he said, referring to the U.S. 
bishops’ economic pastoral. ‘‘Look 
beneath the: skin to find a person’s 
value.”’ 


In the diocese, he was instrumental in 
establishing the Padre Hidalgo Center in 
the late 1970s to help meet the religious, 
education needs of Hispanics. 


“Hispanics are not afraid to actively 
participate in the church. They don’t 
want to just go to Mass,”’ he said, citing 
the Christian Family Movement -and 
Cursillo as examples. 

‘Poor people have many values. They 
can teach us much about life. This 
enriches one’s mentality and helps one 
acquire new freedom,”’ he said.

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University has 
important role 
in the diocese 


As the Diocese of San Diego celebrates its 50th 
anniversary, it is fitting to ponder the role of a Catholic 
university in the life of a diocese. 

This is especially fitting in San Diego, since its patron, 
St. Didacus of Alcala, distinguished himself with his gifts 
for healing the sick and spreading knowledge. 

What is the role of a Catholic university in a Catholic 
diocese? In the. beginning, the church simply used the 
usual, secular means of instruction. As Christianity 
spread and society became Christian in fact and law, the 
church developed its own means of education in the faith. 

First among these 
ere the monastic and 
athedral schools, 
here. groups of 
cholars, teachers and 
students were sponsored by the, monestary or the bishop. 
Here were studied both the natural liberal arts and the 
supernatural science of the faith. Fhese schools educated 
not only clerics, but the laity, as well. 

In time, these institutions developed into what we now 
know as universities.. Some 700 years ago, major 
universities were founded in cities such as Paris, Bologna, 
Salamanca, Lisbon, Oxford and Cambridge. By the year 
1500, there were more than 750 such schools, and the 


church had played an important role in their 
development. 
At the time, of course, the terms ‘‘Europe’’ and 


“‘church’’ were almost synonymous. As a result, popes 
were major benefactors of universities, and clerics and 
nuns were the principal teachers. 

“‘Cleric’’ came to.mean ‘‘educated.’’ In our own day, 
when schooling for everyone is taken for granted, it is 
worth recalling that at one time education was the 
privilege of only a few. 

Along with the origin and spread of the universities 
came a phrase that has played a great role, both 
practically and symbolically, in the church ever since. St. 
Anselm of Canterbury said it first. Fides quaerens 
intellectum. Faith seeking understanding. That is the task 
of the theologian and the university. 

At one time, all of Europe was Christian. Everyone was 
a believer. The task was not so much to preach as to 
teach, to understand that which was already believed. 
The slogan was valid for the university then, and has 
remained valid as a description of the Catholic university 
ever since. 

Circumstances change, of course, and so does the way 
universities go about fulfilling their roles. 

In the beginning, there was a remarkable homogeneity 
in the society. It was this unity that gave rise to the 
university. Nowadays, it is precisely the diversity of society 
that makes the Catholic university so necessary. 

There are so many philosophies and religions 
competing for members and influence that the church 
would be severely disadvantaged if it did not have its own 
universities. Questions come from not only the members 
of the church, young and old, but also from those outside 
the church, both the friendly and unfriendly. The 
Catholic university must seek ever-greater understanding 
of the faith, of all truth, so that the church may enjoy the 
truth ever more, and so the questions of all may be 
answered as well as possible. St. Peter exhorted us long 
ago to be ready with an answer for whomever inquires of 
us the ground for our Christian hope. ~ 

We must also note the continuing anti-Catholic 
prejudice in American society, especially among those 
known as “‘intellectuals.’’ Unfortunately, nativism is 
present, and not just to the last century and those who 
remember the robes and gowns of the Ku Klux Klan. It is 
present still, in this century, and in the robes of academia. 

The Catholic university, then, must do more than 
understand the faith so it might be enjoyed by all. It also 
has to defend the faith against attacks from the ignorant 
and the venal. 

In the church, as in society, everyone competes for the 
allocation of resources. Hopefully, the Catholic university 
will not be regarded as a luxury. As the whole world 
grows more sophisticated, if not more saintly, Catholic 
scholars and Catholic schools are necessary. The Catholic 
university is firmly rooted in the tradition of the church. 
Its task remains as important today as ever, for 
understanding the faith as well as defending it. 

Our faith always seeks greater and_ greater 
understanding, and will until it matures into the full and 
immediate vision of and friendship with God. 

Until that day, the Catholic university will have its own 
irreplaceable role. For that reason, we can justly rejoice 
both in the diocese and the University of San Diego.

This is the ‘‘Year of Jubilee’’ for the church in San 
Diego, a time of double celebrations. 

Fifty years is not long in the life of the church universal, 
or even in the history of Catholicism in California. Those 
great Franciscans, Fathers Luis Jaime, Junipero Serra 
and Ferman Francisco de Lasuen. date to the 18th 
century. 

But it is now 50 years since the church in San Diego 
received its first resident bishop, Charles Francis Buddy. 
And it is 25 years since Bishop Leo Thomas Maher was 
ordained a bishop. More than enough reason to celebrate. 

You will read on other pages the detailed history of 
both events, and many well-deserved words of 
congratulations. My thoughts turn to the pioneer priests 
whom I have known in my 35 years of service to the 
diocese. 

In 1952, I was welcomed to Immaculate Heart 
Seminary in El Cajon by men who will live forever in my 
memory. Msgr. Franklin Ferdinand Hurd (El Rojo) and 
Fathers Bartuska, Rubsys and Derwinski were strong 
men of faith who trained almost a whole generation of 
priests for the church here. 

Msgr. Francis Clement Ott was my first pastor at 
Blessed Sacrament Church and he was every inch a priest 
and gentleman. A priest could not ask a better blessing 
than to serve his first appointment with such a man. 

We all referred to him as ‘‘The Boss,’’: but not in his 
presence. : 


My next appointment, one in which I was to spend 15 
years, was at the University of San Diego, starting with its 
Year One under the wise direction of Msgr. John L. 
Storm. If ever a man was born to be a university 
president, it was this brilliant and troubled man. 


While there, Msgr. James P. O’Shea, Editor of Southern 
Cross, became my mentor in my favorite extra-curricular 
activity, writing. He was a stern task-master who would 
give me, maybe, a three-hour deadline for a full day’s 
task. And he always made me rewrite it, after a thorough 
critique. I mean thorough. 

No walk down memory lane in clerical history would be 
complete without mention of Msgr. Frank Dillon and

Msgr. Laurence Forristal. The two could not possibly 
have been more different, but each left a real void and a 
positive memory at their deaths. 

Three men who gave us young priests the most active 
and practical examples of Christian charity at work were 
Fathers Leo Davis, James Anderson and James Gallas, 
S.J. Since they are still with us, don’t want to embarrass 
them with the fulsome praise they deserve. 

It was my privilege to introduce the folk Mass to the 
West Coast on a weekly basis, at St. Louise de Marillae 
Church in Crest. Through the influence of Father Gallas, 
I was able to bring it next to Christ the King Church, and 
eventually it won acceptance throughout the diocese. But 
it all started in Crest, outside El Cajon. 

Another man who contributed so much to the diocese 
and to. my education in constantly seeking the truth, was 
one of our first deacons, Michael Newman. Another of 
our first deacons was Robert Ekhaml, who had been an 
altar boy at Blessed Sacrament and a pioneer here in 
establishing the apostolate for the deaf and hearing 
impaired. 

Nor may I pass over my classmates who have been a 
constant example to one another since the First Marian 


Year, 1954: Msgr. William Shipley, a_ brilliant 
philosopher, and Fathers Edward Flynn and. James 
Thompson. 


The religious Sisters have made an impressive 
contribution to this diocese, but space allows me to single 
out only a few. They are Sister Alexine, R.S.M., of 
Mercy Hospital, Sister Katherine of the Sisters of Social 
Service and Bayside Settlement House and _ the 
outstanding Prioresses of our own Carmel: Mothers 
Emmanuel, Amata, Maura and now Crista. 

This is indeed a year to celebrate, both the‘great men to 
whom we give tribute and all those who have supported 
the church in San Diego. I feel it has been a great 
privilege for me to be associated with all this history. 


Of goodness and Godliness 


EDITOR’S NOTE: The following message was prepared for 
and read to the audience attending the Jubilee Pageant March 18 at 
the Civic Theater: 


Good evening, everyone. I wish I could be with you all 
tonight in person. But I assure you, I’m very much there 
in spirit. And, after all, spirit is what this evening is all 
about. 

You meet in the spirit of revolution and renewal. The 
life of the Diocese of San Diego may seem fairly brief. 
Fifty years is but a’ fraction of the church’s 2,000-year 
ministry. But the local tradition is a rich one. It has given 
us. leaders like Charles Francis Buddy, Francis J. Furey, 
and the man we honor this evening — the Most Reverend 
Leo Thomas Maher.’ 

For 25 years a bishop, for every day of his life, Bishop 
Maher has been a source of inspiration to countless San 
Diegans of every faith. 

In the words of good Pope John: ‘“‘Is it not the greatest 
honor for a holy man if people.say of him that he is the 
servant of God?” 


Like John XXIII, Bishop Maher has expressed loving 
concern for the spiritual welfare of the entire human 
family.
